Rushed to Pullman

MANY ARE OVERCOME 


Three hundred patrons of the Tip Top 
inn deserted theif after theater suppers 
and fled to the street late last night when 
a fire which started in e storercom in the 
basement of the old Pullman building at 
Adams street and Michigan avenue filled 
the structure with smoke. 

Numerous persons, including fifteen 


|firemen.and occupants of the building, 
‘are reported to have been overcome by 


the smoke. All avellable ambulances 
and pulmotors were rushed to the scene. 
Five of the firemen were taken to the 
Iroquois Memorial hogpital. 

Battle Through Smoke. 

The fire for a time threatered to do se- 
rious damage, partly because of the age 
and condition of the building and partly 
because of the impetus gained .by the 
flames while the firemen were vainly 
battling through dense smoke which filled 
the structure. 

Finally the blaze was located in the 
storeroom of the Betsy Ross Candy com- 
pany, which has a shop on the Adams 
street size of the building. While#mash-~- 
ing their way into the storeroom tweive 
firemen were overcome. They were car- 
ried to the street by companions. 

Among the firemen overcome were 
Lieut. Thomas Anderson of engine com- 
pany 13 and Frank Higgins of engine 
company 40. 


Theatergoers Watch Fire. 

Cornelius Shea, the watchman, dis- 
covered the presence of the. fire. He 
turned in an alarm and when firemen ar- 
rived, volumes of smoke were pouring 
from the basement. Hundreds of theater- 
goers gathered in the streets and alleys 
and in Grant park and for a time hind- 
ered the firemen in their work. 

Diners in the Tip Top inn were aware 
of the fire only when the smoke entered 
through open windows and by the clang- 
ing of the fire apparatus. A panic was 
lessened by the manager, William A. 
Turner, and Miss Gertrude Kell, the cash- 
ier, who informed them of the nature of 
the fire and partly quieted them. 

Only one elevator wes in operation.

LONDON, Oct. 81.—Fighting has-been; 
resumed in west Flanders after compara- 
tive peace for a few days. It isa give and 
take affair, the allies gaining at one point 
and the Germans at another. The net 
changes in the battle front are so small 
that the latest official French statements, 
given out in Paris tonight, summed up the 
situation In this manner: | 

“ According to the latest advices there 
ia no Incident of any importance to report. 
In the center we have made progress in 
the region to the north of Souain. 

* Everywhere else we are maintaining 
our positions.” 

In unofficial dispatches it is asserted 
that the allies now occupy the trenches 
which were held by the Germans a week 
ago. 

The losses which the Germans have suf- 
fered have been out of proportion to the 
number of men engaged, and the number 
captured has been steadily increasing. 


German Attacks Turned Back. 

An.earlier statement from the French 
ministry of war said: 

“Yesterday was marked by an attempt 
at a general offensive movement on the 
part of the Germans along the entire front 
from Nieuport to Arras, and by violent 
attacks delivered at other points of the 
line of battle. From Nieuport to the canal 


of La Bassee there were alternate move- 


ments of advance and retirement. 

“To the south of Nieuport the Ger- 
mane, who had taken possession of 
Ramacapeile, were driven out of this 
town. 

“To the south. of Ypres we lost some 
points of support, Hollebecke and Zand- 
worde, but we progressed to the east of 
Ypres in the direction of Pachendasle. 

“In the region of Chaulnes we advanced 
beyond Lihons and we took possession of 
Laquesnoy in the district of Santerre. 

**In the region of the Aisne also we 
have made progress on the heightsof the 
right bank down stream from Soissons, 
but we were compelled to withdraw in the 
vicinity of Vailly. 

‘““We have advanced in the region of 
Souain, and there has been a violent en- 
gagement in the Argonne. 

“In the Woevre district we have again 
won ground in the forest of Le Pretre.” 


Dikes Cut and Land Flooded. | 

An official dispatch from the Beigian 
army headquarters to the Belgian min- 
ister of war sent here from Havre says:

The second is that of siding with 
France, Russia, and Great Britain agairet 
the kaiser and Emperor Francis Joseph, 
while the third is that of adhering to her 
«present policy of neutrality. 
King Between Two Fires. 

Prudence would seem to indicate the last 
of these three alternatives. Public .sen- 
timent throughout the lergth and breadth 
of the peninsula is overwhelmingly in 
favor of the second, the declaration of 
war against Austria and Germany, while 


ternate cajolery and menace is being 
brought to bear upon King Victor Em- 
manuel from Berlin and from Vienne to 
live up to what are alleged to be his sol- 
emn obligations to the triple alliance. 

It is no exaggeration to assert that the 
entire future of Italy depends upon the 
policy which. she pursues in the present 
“reat international conflagration. 

It ws therefore imperative that the Ital- 
ian ship of state should have at its helm 
in these times of fierce storm and terrible 
stress a pilot who inspires confidence both 
at home and abroad by reason of his ex- 
perience, his level headecness, and his 
reputation for being above everything 
else a safe man. 

Not Popular with —eople. 

Baron Sidney Sonnino, now in his sixty- 
sixth year, is a Jew by race, a native of 
Egypt, and a Protestant by faith—the firet 
Protestant, indeed, to hold office as cab- 
inet minister and as premier at Rome. 

Born on the banks of the Nile, of qn 
English mother, he received the greater 
part of hie education in Great Britain. 
and it is perhaps due to this English train- 
ing-that he has always retained a certain 
degree of English aloofness, both in 


The result is that in spite of his manifold 
gifts and his altogether remarkable abi!- 
ities he has never been able to win the 
affection, or even the liking, of hia Italian 
fellow countrymen. True, they entertain 
the most profound respect for him and: 
have great confidence in his statecraft in 
domestic as well asin foreign affairs. But 
he has not the gift of making friends. 
He is too cold and reserved for that. 

By equalizing taxation, by lightening the 
fiscal burdens upon the poor and spread- 
ing them among the rich, by abolishing 
“‘Mposts that were oppressive and vexa- 
tious, and increasing duties that were jess 
provocative’ of irritation, he has .done 
more than «ny living Italian to arrest the 
sieady and exhausting flow of Italian ¢su- 
gration to the new world. | 


Backed by Two Parties. 

Formerly in the diplomatic service of 
his country, and attached in turn to the 
Italian embassies at Madrid, at Vienna, 
and at Berlir., Sonnino is in most things a 
moderate conservative, and in other mat- 
ers an advanced radical; so that while the 
Conservatives icok upon him as essen- 
tially safe, the Socialists are glad to give 
him their support. 

If the Socialists ana advanced Radicals 
lean toward him, it is because he was one 
e¢ the principal champions of the policy 
vf universai suffrage introduced by ex- 
Premier Giol#ti, during his last adminia- 
tration, largely at Scnrine's instance, 
and thenks to his assistance. 

Anvther project to which Sonnino stands 
committed, and which has had the effect 
of commending him to the good wil cf 
the Socialists, has been ‘that of old age 
pensions. on the lines of those introduced 
by. the British chancelior of the exchequer 
Lloyd-George, in England 


Disliked Triple Alliance. 
But what will Tf St peopie most, in 1 
appointment as 
minister of foreign affairs, are his views 
j Upon matiers of international policy. 

While minister of finance in tne Crispi 
cabinet he saw so much of the ircalcu’able 
harm done to Italy in an economic sense 
by her inclusion in the triple alliance that 
he ever afterwards has maninfested il!

compelied Italy to embark in extravagant 
expenditure in order to satisfy the mili- 
tary and naval requirements insisted 
upon by Germany and Austria, and which 
had the effect of committing her, at the 
instance of the Beriin government, to a 
tarif! war with France, with the result 
j that the latter closed all her markets to 
| Italian produce, reducing many huncreds 
of prosperous Italian industries to wreck 
and ruin. 

Sonnino contributed largely to the ter- 
mination of this tariff war, and to the 
restoration of friendly relations with 
France, and has consequently never been 
regarded with any particular epproval, 
either at Vienna or'at Berlin, whi'e in 
the latter city the fact that he had an 
knglish mother and had received the 
greater part of his education in England 
has always been counted against him.

ARIS, Oct. 20.—The first general] en- 
gagement of the German and French 
armiés during the present war was 
the battle of the Marne in the ealy 
» .part of September. _ The turning 
point of the battle was the morning of the 
Tth, when the German advance was 


stopped. 
At thie time their line, roughly, was

German Position Was Dangerous. 

Whatever their object, the position ol 
their maximum advance was a dangerous 
one for them, with the French and Eng- 
lish pressing them hard on their right 
flank, while their left was threatened by 
the French troops from Verdun to Ep. nal, 
and their center sagged away to the south 


dun, 
The result of the battle was that the 


Germans retreated and took up a position 
strongly fortified with field works rough- 
ly from Noyon on the right, to the north 
of Boissons on the Aisne river, through 


Verdun, and thence down pust the barrier 
, forts into Alsace In very much the same 


While this battle is of tremendous in- 
terest, not only because of its resuit but 
also because, probably, up to that t.me, 
the biggest the world has ever seen, it 
has been difficult because of the rigid 
censorship to get a clear idea of what 
actually happened. Those fortunate 
enough to be in the vicinity of any part 
of the battlefield could observe but ¢@ 
|emall portion of it. The great majority 
of these were not competent observers. 


Describes Impressions of' Fight. 

One skilled oniooker, who happenea iv 
be in-a town which the French left, and 
which was subsequently occupied by the 
Germans, and later on reoccupied by the 
French, described quite vividly his im- 
pressions. He sald the first sign of the 
proximity of the Germans was the pass- 
ing through town of French supply and 
ammunition trains bound south. These 
filled up all the parallel roads running 


| south. Along with them, and tangied 


among them, were thousands of French 
refugees from the villages farther north. 

They consisted of old men, women, chil- 
dren, and boys just short of manhood. 
They were on foot, on bicycles, In wagons, 
and were ca:ry!ng every sort of household 
articles and favorite pleces of wearing 
apparel. 

They had no definite objective, but were 
simply drifting to the rear as the army 
retired. They did not seem to be in ter- 
ror, but seemed to feel hopelese. They 
all said they were retiring becauee ihey 
had heard such tales of German actions 
in towns which they ocquplied that the) 
were afraid to stay. 


Germans Pushed On in Night. 

During the nights the Germans siil! 
pushed on. The French kept some of their 
artillery in action to cover the retreat of 
their troops. The last position taken by 
the French, from which the Germans did 
not succeed in driving them, was well uc- 
cupiee by early in the morning of the 7th.

When the Germans were forced to re- 
tire and the French again marched te 
the north, they found in many places, 
particularly in the towns, large numbers 
of German wounded. The experience of 
one good sized town which had been 
occup:ed was. probably typical of ‘that 
of many. When the French abandoned 
it probably three-fourths of the popula- 
tion, including the mayor, fied to the 
south. : 

While the last Fiench troops were 
leaving town the ‘German artillery 
fired at them. Comparative.y little dam- 
age was done by these projectilés, how- 
ever. When the fire ceased the assistant

met the Germans, and assured them that 
the French soldiers had all left. He and 
several other prominent citizens were 
taken as hostages and were kept for 
several days in tiie town hall under 
guard 


Little Pillaging Done. 

As the French cavairy got clear of the 
town on one side the German uhilans rode 
in from the other. After them came regi- 
ment after regiment of infantry, accom- 
panted by regiments of artillery. The 
Germans began their entry in the after- 
noon. 

For the rest of that afternoon, ali 
that night, and all the next day their 
troops passed through the town in one 
continuous stream. The inhabitants who 
remained reported that they were not in 
any way molested by the Germans. They 
said that the Germans paid in all cases 
for the goods that they took. supplies 
taken for the army also were paid for. 

The only pillaging was in the houses 
rt richer people who had runaway. Here 
the Germans took practically all the liquor 
they could lay their hands on, and mos’ 
of the bedclothes, appdrently being both 
cold and thirsty. All the inhabitants 
united in saying thet the Germane had no 
idea of retreating until the order came. 

They left behind them between 1.500and 
2,000 wounded, and a number of drunken 
soldiers found in various wine cellars. 

Apparently everywhere over the battie- 
field of the Marne the Germans teft be- 
hind them quantities of wounded: For 
ten days after the battle of the Marne 
amall bodies of German. soldiers, still 
armed, and who had gotten well beyond 
their lines, or who had known nothing of 
the retreat and had been left behind, were 
found in various wooded parts.in the 
southern edge of the battlefield. 

There can be no doubt that this battle 
will take ita place in history as one of the 
most important which has eyer been 


fought.

Snow 
equalls and heavy cold rains have seri- 
ously hampered the pursuili of the fleeing 
Germans, who are now reported near their 
first line of defense inside the Prussian 
frontier, ;

Action of Friday Voided? 

On Friday the convention voted that the 
board of directors should select the na-. 
tional delegates. It is believed that the 
adoption of the new constitution with this 
clause in it voids that action. 

The bolters’ meeting in the green room 
was not entirely made up of Mra. Me- 
Cormick’s , supporters. Several of the 
members “of the new board of directors 
were present. Some of the members of 
Mrs. Trout’s faction protested against the 
meeting. 

“I want to know if your methods do 
anybody any good,” said Mrs. Laura 
Fixen. ‘* You should devote your won- 
derful energies to other channels. You 
have not helped the cause. You have 
brought inharmony to the suffrage

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ranks.” 
Women Question Mrs. McCormick, 


It was evident, however, that the ma- 
jority of the women attending did not 
agree with Mrs. Fixen. They asked Mra. 
McCormick numerous questions about her 
controversy with Mrs. Trout. 

“ The first time that I learned that Mrs. 

Trout was suppressing information,’ said 
Mre. McCormick, “‘ was last July. I had 
called a meeting of publicity chairmen 
and presidents of the suffrage organiza- 
tions of the middle western states. When 
I began to speak of various phases of the 
national work, Mrs. Soden and Miss Do- 


‘yne repeatedly interrupted me for furth- 
er explanations. 


‘* Bxplanations had all gone out in the 
weekly bulletin published by the national 
congressional committee, which had been 
sent to Mrs. Trout. The women of the 
other states became annoyed at the con- 
stant interruptions of the Illinois women, 
who said they had never seen the bulle- 
tins. I took the matter up with the state 
board at its next meeting. Mrs. Trout 
deciared that she had no time for such 
long and voluminous reports. 


Only Ten Minutes to Talk. 

‘‘In the other states where conventions 
have been held we were always given at 
least an hour to state the national posi- 
tion. In this convention we were given 
ten minutes. 

“Before the May 2 demonstration I 
talked with Mrs. Trout about the adop- 
tion of the national resolution. I wanted 
to arrange things before I went west, 
Mrs. Trout told mie,.to go anead; that I 
did not need to worry. I learned that 
the day after I had gone the board met 
and voted not to adopt the national reso- 
lution.”* 


Denies Plans to Secede. 
Following the meeting of the so-called 
bolters, Mrs. McCormick was inclined to 
belittle its significance. In an interview 
she said: “It ig erroneous to think this 
meeting was held to lay plans fora new 
organization in Illinois. Neither will 
there be a seoond delegation at the Nash- 
ville convention. This meeting was held 
solely to allow an expression of views on 
several matters which came before the 
convention on which opportunity was not 
permitted for full discussion There were 
several questions members desired to ask 
me which they were not allowed to do on 
the foor, and to answer them fully the 
meeting was called. We had no thought 
of bolting, and such @ course was not die- 
cussed.” 

According to information that leaked 
out last night the new board met at din- 
ner with Mra. Trout in the Congress 
and appointed: the fifty-two delegates and 
fifty-two alternates to the Nashville con- 
ventions despite the new rule. Mrs.

dustry. 

The last performance of the dairy show 
of 1914 was held at night in the Interna. 
tional amphitheater before a large crowd. 
One bundred and fifty thousand Chica- 
goane and out of town folks visited the 
show during ten days. This figure.. the

It is violently contagious and infected 
animals should be destroyed and their

is discovered. It, is moderately severe, 
killing a fair: proportion of the animale 
infected and causing all infected animals 
to waste to a skeleton. The disease can 
be conveyed by hides, hair, mouth secre- 
tions, and by milk.

It spreads to human beings through 
the agency of milk and probably in that 
way only. It affecta children very much 
more frequently than it does adults. A 
child infected with foot and mouth dis- 
ease begins with fever and vomiting. 
Upon examination of the mouth, small 
ulcers like fever blisters are found ingide 


a very severe disease in the human gub- 
ject. ‘Milk pasteurized at 140 degrees for 
twenty minutes is entirely safe even 
though from infected cows. The virus 
contained in the milk does not resist heat 
well. There is no reason to be agitated. 
about this disease from the standpojnt 
of danger to human beings. That danger

Coddle Criminals. 


DECRIES FINE SYSTEM. 


That crifhe flourishes in Chicago be- 
cause Chicago 1s least protected against 
lawlessness of any city in the world was 
the statement of Judge Marcus Kava- 
nagh in an address to members of the 
Irish Fellowship club at the Hoty La 
Salle yesterday. . 

** While Chicago is not the most lawless 
town in the world,” Judge Kavanagh 
said, ‘‘it yet becomes the part of sheer 
patriotism to make pubiic the fact that 
the thief, the hoidup man, the burglar, and 
the murderer may pursue his calling here 
with less fear of molestation and better 
chance of escape than in any other great 
metropolis in the world. 


Six Murders in a Week. 

“We have an average of six murders a 
week—almost one a day. Yet there has 
not been a murderer executed for nearly 
three years. and out of 900 murderers 
brought to trial in that time those sen- 
enced to life imprisonment one might al- 
most count on the fingers of his hands. 

“This is because the maudlin citizen- 
ship on the juries lacks respect for our 
laws. Three-fourths of our more des- 
perate crimes are committed by-paroled 
convicts. set free by misdirected pity.”’ 

Juage Kavanagh arraigned judges who 
by imposing fines or turning a prisoner 
over to the medical profession for treat- 
ment encourage the offense, he said, rath- 
er than punish the offender. 


Judges Themselves Break Law. 

‘By what right,”’ he asked, “ does the 
Municipal court fine a pickpocket? The 
law says he shall go to the penitentiary 
Shall the judge himself preak the law? 
What justification has the Criminai court 
judge for letting the burglar or holdup 
man off with a workhouse sentence? ! 
believe in clemency to first offenders, but 
not in coddling criminals by finding ex- 
cuses for setting them free or turning 
them over to the medica! profession 

“ We cannot cure meanness with mus- 
tard plasters, or pilferers with pills. Pun- 
ishment is the greatest reformatory agent 
in the world.” 3 

Judge Kavanagh advocated the revoca- 
tion of. thé licenses of saloonkeepers who 
harbor and befriend pickpockets. 

‘‘ Destroy the nest and eggs of these 
vermin,” he said, “‘ and you will destroy 
them. We have no need for new laws 
But we have needa for our public officials 


‘and our juries to enforce the laws on our 


statute books, and enforce them as writ- 
ten.”’

tionalism, ruin. 

We manage to survive our political mistakes. 
That gives us confidence that we shall always be able 
to survive them. The mistake could be made more 
disastrous. A city, state, or nation.cannot indefi- 
nitely survive its political mistakes. They begin 
to count against the morals and the stability, 
against the permanency of that city, state, or nation. 

They are as insidious as they are, taken sep- 
arately, imperceptible. Here in Chicago citizens 
cannot afford to look with indifference upon what 
may happen as the result of the coming elecfion. 
It’s no# time to attend to affairs at home. 


POLITICS AND HYPHENATED 
| AMERICANS. ' | 

An influential and high minded citizen who is sf 
the Jewish faith sends us an article appearing in 
the local periodical, the Sentinel, in the interest of 
Democratic candidates. He writes: “The inclosed 
‘Appeal to Thinking Voters,’ culled from the Sen- 
tine] for Oct. 23, presents a fair specimen of pan- 
dering to the religious prejudices in the present cam- 
paign. Ido not know that ‘ Jewish-Americans,’ 
any more tnan * Methodist-Americans’ or ‘ Pres- 
byterian-Americans,’ are called upon to prove their 
patriotism.” (The article declares that “ while all 
Americans are interested in upholding the president 
in maintaining peace, how much more so must we 
citizens of Jewish-American birth be interested in 
doing so,” and that “the opportunity to prove our 
patriotism is here:”) ‘It does not appear plain to 
me,” writes our correspondent with jusiified irony, 
‘that this proof must be in the form of voting for 
one or the other political party. Another editurial 
from your pen on ‘ Hyphenated Americanism ’ could 
not be a voice in the wilderness before the November 
elections. The managers of the Democratic cam- 
paign seem to be most in need of it, though it caa- 
not hurt the others, either.” 

The Sentinel article is typical of the rse made 
in every campaign of race and religious prejudices. 
At this time the evil is exaggerated because of the 
war, which among a large class of citizens inflames 
race or nationalist distinctions. This is to the ad- 
vantage of relfirh politicians and to the hurt of all 
Americans; hyphenated or rot. It is disleyalty fo 
the United States, to the state, to the city, and no 
politician should be allowed to resort to the rage 


Hyphenated Americanism is going to be more 
vexatious and injurious for a while. Let us bope 
it will be followed by a reaction in favor of plain 
Americanism, and let us not merely hope but work 


be followed by a period of unstable equilibrium, 
which may be marked by violent and repeated , 
struggles until another adjustment is reached. 
There is earnest hope, indeed, that as a result 
of the staggering lesson of waste conveyed by the 
resent war something in the nature of a federation 
f peace may be evolved, allowing universal disar- 
ment and the submission of all international dis 
-es to a world tribunal, the decrees of which will 
ve their sanction in world opinion and their sup- 
in an international executive backed by an in- 
tional police force. 

In‘ the United States especially this seems a sim- 
ple matter, and we have a suspicion that Mr. Bryan 
already has his grip packed against his departure: 
to take his destined place as first chief justice of 
the supreme court of the world. Many members 
of the peace society we are sure are,working nights 
on constitutions of the world. There is a keen 
sense in this republic of the future, and an abiding 
conviction that we are going to preside over it. 
We in America have more than a suspicion that 
when victory bas perched upon the banner of one 
party or the other in the European war, or peace 
is sought by the exhausted combatants, we shall 
be invited to the counsel table and possess perhaps 
a controlling and decisive influence upon the pro- 
ceedings. 

These Toseate expectations are pleasant, but 
they will do harm if allowed to affect national pol- 
icy, as they may do through the influence of Mr. 
Bryan, an incorrigible doctrinaire, whose faith in 
treaties cannot be shaken by the mere facts of 

history, past or present. |

The American Washingtons, as every one 
knows, are descended from that John Washington’ 
who, being concerned in an attempt to overthrow 
Oliver Cromwell and to frestore the old Stuart 
dynasty, was obliged to flee across the Atlantic 
to join the other Royalist exiles in Virginia. He 
was the great-grandfather of George Washington, 
the first president of the United States. 

The German-Austrian Washingtons are de- 
scended from Henry Washington, a younger 
brother of John, and whose son; after distinguish- 
ing himself in the battle of Worcester and at the 
storming of Bristol, under Charles L's nephew, 
Prince Rupert of Bohemia and of the Rhine, fol- 
lowed Charles II. into his exile in Holland, where 
he married Clara van der Lauen, daughter of the 
rich burgomaster of Rotterdam. 

The Washingtons flourished in Holland for con- 
sicerably over a hundred years, furnishing sev- 
eral officers to the Dutch navy and army, until at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century James 
Washington, after visiting Paris, made his way 
to Munich, joined the Bavarian army, took part 
in the wars that brought about the downfall of 
Napoleon, and died as chief of the king of Ba- 
varia’s military household, as commander in chief 
and reorganizer of the Bavarian army, and as a 
Bavarian baron. 
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Baron Maximilian Washington, his only son, 
transferred his allegiance from the crown of Ba- 
varia to that of Austria, became owner of the 
castle and estate of Poels, near Graz, a chamber- 
lain and privy councilor to the emperor, as well 
as a member of the Austrian house of lords, and 
married the Royal Duchess Frederica of Olden- 
burg, of the sovereign dynasty of that name, no 
objection being raised by the reigning grandduke 
of Oldenburg to the match, owing to the distin- 
guished character of his ancestry. 

Baron Maximilian and his wife were so proud 
of their American kinsman, the first president of 
the United States, that when their only son wai 
born they named him George. He bears the sam< 
arms as his illustrious namesake in America, 
namely, the shield with three stars and twe 
stripes, which was the origin of the present flac 
of the United States; lost his wife, Gisela, Count: 
ess von Welgersheimb, a couple of years ago, and 
if he falls in the present war his line will become 
extinct. 

His father, Baron Maximilian, had a younger 
brother of the name of Charles. The latter war 
a distinguished officer of the Bavarian army and e@ 
chamberlain of the. late King Louis II., and in 
1862 he presented himself to the United States 
consul general at Frankfort-on-the-Main, William 
Murphy, to inquire under what circumstances he 
could volunteer for service in the United States 
army during the civil war. 

On that occasion he produced papers establish- 
ing his identity, as well as his genealogy, of 
which the consul general retained copies, and 
which are now in the possession of the Historica) 
society of New York 

He failed to put hrs project into execution be- 
cause he happened to fall in love with an Aus- 
trian countess, Marie Butler, of the Austrian 
branch of the Irish house of Butler of Clone- 
bouth, whom he married, 

The Dutch line of the Washingtons became ex- 
tinct in 1843 with the death of Capt. Jacob Wash- 
ington of the Royal Dutch navy in the Dutch 
East Indies.

and purposes adopted the system of obligatory 
service. This is due to Sir Edward, who went 
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| out there twenty-two years ago to command the 


military forces of New South Wales. 

From 1898 until 1900 he was genera] in com. 
mand of the Canadian militia, and during the 
Boer war was given charge of the brigade con- 
stituted by the troops from Canada, Australia, 
and New Zealand, comprising cavalry and 


| mounted infdntry, which rendered so splendid an 


account of themselves throughout the campaign. 

In fact, the laurels which they won for them- 
selves in that conflict aroused so great an en- 
thusiasm among Australians as to obliterate all 
their former disinclination to take military train- 
ing and service seriously, and Sir Edward was in- 
vited to return to the antipodes to reorganize 
ahd command the military forces of the common- 
wealth, remaining in Australia for four years. 

Hig term of office was brought to a close by a 
rather odd quarrel with the federal minister for 
defense at Melbourne. Sir Edward was in th- 
habit of forwarding to the war department in 
England secret service messages in cipher. 

But the federal minister for defense in Aus- 
tralia refused to pay for the cost of transmission 
unless a translation of the cables was furnished 
to him. Sir Edward, acting under instruction: 
from the war department in England, declined to 
disclose the contents of his messages; not at al’ 
on the score of their confidential nature, but be- 
cause ft would have the effect of revealing the 
secret code of the war department in London tc 
people who did not belong to the headquarters 
staff of the British army; to people, indeed, whose 
term of office at the department of defense in 
Austrailia was by no means of a permanent char- 
acter. : 

The Australian administration, which was a la- 
bor cabinet, indorsed the attitude assumed by the 
minister of defense, and under the circumstances 
Sir Edward had no alternative but to resign and 
to return to England.

FPiexner deacribed a 
method of making u/tramicro- 
scopic bacteria and their invisible 
microdrganisms visible. He tells us that, 
using this method, he has discovered the 
bacterium of infantile paralysis. 
There are certain microdrganiems that 


veal them. They are so small that they 
pass through the meshes of a porcelain 
filter. Therefore they are spoken of as 
filterable viruses, and yet there is good 
evidence that they are present in the fil- 
tered liquids. 

By planting some of this virus on suit- 
able culture media and stimulating 
growth, the infantile paralysis germ will 
grow until a growth becomes perceptible. 
Furthermore, when this growth is ox- 
amined under the microscope the indi- 
vidual microOrganism is large enough to 
be seen with an ordinary microscope.

The foundation for a cure as well as 
for administrative control of infantile 
paralysis ia being laid.

Before this one several other discov- 
eries had been made. It was known that 
't was a filterable virus, that this virus 
was found in the nose secretions as weil 
as in various internal organs of those 
sick with the disease; tha: it-~was found 
in the nose secretions of well nurses in 
contact with cases of infantile paralysis, 
that monkeys could be infected with the 


tions from infected peopie or by allowing 
stable flies which had previously bitten 
patients with this disease to bite the sus- 
ceptibie monkey.

With the information we had it has 
been rather easy to kill off infantile 
paralysis, whenever it has threatened a 
community. This has been true for more 
than three yéars. When it enters a com- 
munity it spreads until the people become 
afraid and take the necessary steps. 
When the necessary steps have been 
taken the disease yields and presently 
disappears.

Communities no longer need fear in- 

fantile paralysis. Now read this close:y: 

What they need to fear is that the com- 

munity may not take the necessary steps 

to protect itself against infantile paral- 
ysis. 


. Now that the cause has been discovered 


and a means of growing it worked out, 
the diagnosis of the disease in an early 
stage may be possible, 

Of more importance still, it should be 
possible before long to examine the nose 
and throat secretions of the nurses and 
other attendants and decide who among 
those can go to school with safety and 
who must be kept at home in the interest 
of the general public. 

Now, we must exclude from school 
everybody who has been in contact with 
a case of infantile paralysis, dnd we must 
keep them excluded for many weeks. 
When we do not know, it is necessary to 
play safe, and that means we must overdo, 

The common history of this diease is 
that there is a slight increase in the num- 
ber of cages, or elee the first case appears 
in midsummer, From these some people 
are infected and a few get sick. 

As the autumn comes on the number of 
cases increases’ urtil the mothers be- 


come agitated. Each new cc%e serves as 
a focus, and around cach focus there de- 
velop a number of caces and a still larger 
number of carriert. 

By Nov. 1 the number of sick is consid- 
‘erable, the agitation is general, and the 
pecpie are upholding the health depart- 
ment. By December the epidemic is abat- 


ing.

From the standpoint of the people the 
most important point is what group of 
symptoms should cause a parent to sus- 
pect infantile paralysis and undertake to 
find out if the disease is present. 

The first question which a parent should 
ask is as to whether there has been ex- 
posure either to a person sick with infan- 
tile paralysis or to a person recently in 
contact with a case of infantile paralysis. 
Asa part of the same question is the query 
as to whether the sick child has been pit- 
ten by flies recently. 

The anewer to this question has a great 
deal to do with the decision on other 
points. 

Most cases start with a sharp onset of 
fever. The fever may go as high as 104 
It lasts abouta week. As the fever starts 
there is often vomiting and sometimes 
diarrhea. Most mothers know that, when 
ecarlet fever or any of the infectious dis- 
*ases are coming on, the child acta an 

hough something were impending. It is 

difficult for the mother to say what it Is, 
but somehow the child acts as though it 
were gettihg something. The mother 
senwes some form of infection. 

Infantile paralysis starts that way 
Somet mes it sneaks up slowly, gradu- 
ally, and pussyfooted; but that Is the ex- 
ception. There is a moderate amount of 
headache, but not much if any more than 
for any other form of infection. There is 
prostratior, weakness, and this is greater 
than in otner forms of infection.

As you note, this is the first symptom 
to which we have referred in which this 
disease differs from the other infections. 
The prostration may be accompanied by 
sweating. There is a little sore throat, 
but that is not peculiar to this disease 
There is pain. It is worsein the neck and 
bac«, but it is considerable in the legs and 


arms. 

Note the second point of difference: ‘I'he 
pain and tenderness are much greater 
than in the other forms of infection. Many 
parents will take a chance with a sick 
child for afew days. They know how to 
ease headaches, give purBes, and reduce 
fevers, and they think it safe to treat 
along these lines for a few days.

The one point important to remem 
about the paralysis of infantile paralysis 
is that in the first week of the disease 


there is no paralysis, and that the shriv- 


eled legs which any one can recognize is 
an appearance developed weeks and some- 
times months after the disease has start- 
ed. The mother who thinks that the dis 
ease in her child cannot be infantile 
paralysis, because there is no paralysis 
and no shriveled legs, is liable to get her 
child into serious difficulties. 

Another point: Infantile peralysias, 
more correctly, anterior poliomyelitis, af- 
fects grown people.

Infantile paralys!s should be diagnosed 
just as early as possible. The earlier the 
diagnosis is made, the better the chance of 
recovery, the fewer the number of people 
exposed, and the better the chance to 
escape extensive wasting of the muscles. 

It is now generally agreed that the 
treatment to prevent wasting of the mus- 
cles should be begun within the first week, 
just as the fever disappears. It should 
begin with massage and electricity. As 
the fever leaves and the pains get lees, the 
electricity, massage, and bath treatments 
are to be Increased. 

The disease destroys the nerve cells, but 
does not harm the muscles. Massage and 
electricity are given to keep the muscles 
healthy until such time as another set of 
nerves may learn how to make use of the 
muscles. This takes time. Unless the 
muscies are exercised by massage and 
electricity, they will waste from disuse 
before the nerves can learn to use them. 

To try to restore shriveled muscles is 
to waste energy. What is to be done must 
be at least begun within the first few 
weeks. To get the best results it must 
be begun before the fever has left.

It is important to have a diagnosis as 
early as possible, in order to take proper 
precautions to prevent the spread of the 
disease. In 1911 the American Medical 
association, through a committee of its 
section on preventive medicine, proposed 
the following method of preventing the 
spread of infantile paralysis; 

“I. Isolation and screening of all pa- 
tients known to have or suspected of hav- 
ing the disease. Isolation must be insti- 
tuted on suspicion. Three weeks from 
onset Is suggested as the per!od of isola- 
tion, although only a surmise can be 
made on this point. 

“2. Disinfection of all discharges from 
patients and of al! articles used by them 
and their attendants. 

“3. Famigation of the premises with 
formaldehyde on release from isolation. 

“4. A quarantine of persons in contact 
with patients does not seem justifiable. It 
is recommended, however, that members 
of patients’ families be excluded from 
schools during the period of the patients’ 
isolation and dur:ng the possible isolation 
period of a new case—that is, for three 
weeks fo'lowing the end of the last expo- 
Bure to the contagious person. 

“5. The daily use of urotropin by those 
exposed may help. Dietetic errors should 
be avoided. Bowel troubles should be 
attended to and overexertion should be 
avoided.”

The committee consisted of Dr. Frost of 
the public health service, Dr. Hill of the 
Minnesota board of health, and Dr. Dixon 
of the Penneytvania board of health. 

The committee said that the disease was 
dificult to control, since 69 many of the 
cases were abortive, and abortive infan- 
tile paralysis was liable to be diagnosed 
as rheumatism, typhoid, or something 
else; because there were 80 many car- 
riers who had never been sick at all, and 
because convalescents were liable to carry 
the diseage after they had recovered, 


= 

The latest report was that issued by a 
commission appointed by Heaith Commis- 
sioner Fronczak of Buffalo to study an 
epidemic in that city. This report was 
dated Aug. 25, 1918. 

This commission saw no evidence that 
the schools spread the disease. The dis- 
ease did not increase when the schools 
were opened. There was no spectal out- 
break among the pupils of any one school, 

The inference was that closing the 
schools was of no service In controlling 
an epidemic of infantile paralysis. 

The members of the commission con- 
cluded that the disease was not highly 
contagious in the ordinary sense, They 
studied 260 cases in families where there 
were 761 children under 16 years of age. 


Five hundred and two of those children 


were exposed to the disease. Of these 
three contracted the disease and had typ- 
ical cases, three had the disease some- 
what atypically, and twenty-two had ill- 
nesses that were suspected of being polio- 
myelitis, The great majority went scot 
free 

On the other hand, in nearly every case 
investigated it was impossible to say 
how the patient got the disease. “ The 
family had absolutely no knowledge of 
any possible contact between the pa- 
tient and any previous.case.” “ Out of 
273 cases investigated only forty-nine [18 
per cent] gave any history whatsoever 
of contact with any previous cage.” 


> 

It seemed that the infection got into 
some Italian groups in Buffalo. There 
were not many cases, and, so far as 
superficial appearances go, the disease 
died out without attracting more than 
passing notice, 

However, the brands had been widely 
scattered. When the disease began to 
attract attention the infecting virus was 
spread widely over the city. It was 
carried in the persons of people who were 


entirely well and without knowing it they 


infected others. Others quite unsus- 
pecting were fmfected by the innocent 
carriers.

When the city became aroused, in spite 


of the difficulties, the department of. 
health stopped the disease. Before it 
was stopped, however, there had been 


204 cases. That many were recognized. 


Many more were not recognized. There 
were thirty-nine deaths. Of thowe that 
recovered many will be maimed for life.

The Illinois stat- 
utes require physicians and midwives to re- 
port all births within thirty days after their 
occurrence. Information concerning birth rec- 
ords kept by them may be obtained from either 
the county clerk or department of health.

Alas, nobody expects such a millennium

We in America have had our eredt 
spree—our fifty years since the civil wa 
of prodigal waste, of youthful riot. Let 
us now show Europe that we also have 
the capacity for thrift, but not quite the 
narrow thrift of Europe. 1 hope we shall 
not give up our bathrooms, shall still find 
coal for our furnaces, and not try to 
cheat ourselves into believing we are 
warm when we are shivering, that we 
shall insist upon clean cars to travel in, 
‘and a number of other hygienic and sensi- 
‘ble comforts, But we can dispense with 
a iot of Pullman plush and rococo hotels 
and too much to drink and to eat and too 
much dress. 
In a word, every one should take this 
opportunity to turn himself into an ef- 
ficiency engineer and operate on himself. 
‘testing the worth of his expenditures, 
trying to eliminate wastes, especially the 
‘sort of waste that brings nothing in phys- 
jeally or spiritually, even indirectly, but 
reste a dull lump of gross indulgence at 
ithe bottom of the cup. 


GREAT BRITAIN 
WAR WORKSHOP 


English Industries Weath- 
er the Crisis Suecessfully, 
with Few Exceptions. 


BY JULIUS STEELE. 
LONDON, Oct. 22.—England today is 
the war workshop of Europe. Certain 
trades are working night and day, turh- 
ing out the supplies needed not only by 
England and her allies, but for the neu- 
tral states which are feverishly putting 
themselves into a state of preparedness 
for the day when they may be dragged 
into the giant conflict. 

The boot trade is a case in point. With- 
in the last three weeks orders for over 
4,000,000 pairs of army boots have been 
received in Nottingham, the great center 
of the British boot trade. About 1,500,000 
of these are wanted by Lord Kitchener 
for his men at the front and for his new 
troops. He has also served notice on the 
manufacturers that he will want a con- 
stant and steady supply of boots while 
the war lasts. Six weeks under cam- 
paign conditions, during which they 
seldon® leave the wearer's feet and are 
ofien immersed in water for days in the 
trenches, doesn't leave much ol a pair of 
boots. 


All Want Boots. 

France has placed an order for over 
half. a million pairs of boots in Notting- 
ham apd 750,000 in Kettering. Russia 
has ordered 50,000 pairs of ‘boots from 
Bristol and Italy is inquiring for 250,000. 


Greece, Bulgaria, and Roumania have 
all ordered boots, their aggregate demand 
coming to about 200,000 pairs. All these 
boots are btigh class goods of the British 
army pattern, which cost $4 a pair whole- 
sale. 

Then there is the item of clothing the 
army. Over a million uniforms are 
wahted at once for the new troops. Anoth- 
er 600,000 are wanted for the old troops 
and the territoriajs to replace those which 
are being worn out under war and war 
training conditions. There is no need 
for any tailor in England today to be 
idle. Clothing manufacturers are wel- 
coming with open arms any one who can 
sew and every factory in the United King- 
dom is working overtime. The cloth 
mills, toc, are getting their share and are 
in many cases working double shifts. 
About seven yards of cloth are required to 
make a uniform, so that the 2,000,000 uni- 
forms .required at once represent 14,000,- 
000 yards of goods. In addition to this 
there are a couple of million overcoats to 
be made, each taking nearly as much 
cloth as a suit. All the khakiin the coun- 
try has been exhausted and the govern- 
ment is now clothing the new recruits in 
uniforms of blue serge, which will be re- 
plactd by khaki when they are ready to go 
to the front. 


Blankets in Demand. 

There is no unemployment in the woolen 
or tailoring trades. England’s blanket 
stocks have been exhausted. The govern- 
ment bought every blanket it could hear 
of and then had to appeal to the people to 
send in their spare blankets to keep the 
new recruits warmat mght. Orders have 
been placed at Witney for 1,000,000 paira, 
and more still will be wanted when these 
are delivered. The blanket milis are 
working night and day. 

The war demand for goods manifests 
itself in all sorts of unexpected nviaces, 
Sheffield, for instance, is rushed with or- 
ders for razors beoause most soldiers must 
be supplied with razors at the front. In 
addition to this demand there is a fairly 
large amount of trade coming from 
abroad which formerly went to Solingen, 
the German Sheffield. In Birm.ngham 4 
number of sword and bayonet factories 
which had been closed for years have 
been reopened. 

Leicester, the home ef the undérwear 
trade, is humming With activity again 
with orders from France and Russia, as | 
well as for the British troops, and all the 
harness, saddlery, glove, and other leath- 
er centers are similarly busy. 

Grain Imports Increase. 

A satisfactory feature of the trade re- 
turns from the British point of view ie 
that the imports of grain and flour show 
an increase of nearly $4,000,000, while 
meat, including live stock, has only de- 
creased $150,000, compared with August, 
1913. In the imports the class of maru- 
factured articles. has suffered most se- 
verely, falling to $33,000,000 from a totai 
of $76,000,000. 

Food, drink, and tobacco have oniy 
fallen off about 10 per cent and rew ma- 
terials about 16 percent, In the 
biggest decline alao has been in manu- 
factured articles, amounting te $78,000,000 
in a total of §174,000,000. The.exporte of

_ Of Smokeless Powder and 
the Automatic. 


BY SIR HIRAM MAXIM. 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—[To the Editor of 
The Chicago Tribune.)]—Sir: 
portant a part in the present war is be- 
ing played by the Maxim automatic gua 
and smokeless powder, both American 
inventions, I think that some account 
of how they came to be invented may not 
be uninteresting to American readers. 

In the autumn of 1881 I was made a 
chevalier de ia Légion 4@’Honneur in 
Paris on account of a chemical discovery 
and an electrical regulator that I had 
invented and exhibited, and the following 
winter, finding myself in Vienna, I met a 
clever American Jew, who said: ‘‘ Maxim, 
hang your electrical machines; if you 
wish to make your everlasting fortune 
and pile up gold by the ton invent a kill- 
ing machine—something that will enable 
these Europeans to cut each other’s 
throats with greater facility—that is what 
they want.” 


Invents the Automatic. 
Although these remarks were not se- 
riously made, still to me they certainly 
appeared sound and reasonable, and I 
| could not help thinking on the subject. I 
had fired a military rifie in the United 
States and had remarked the powerful 
kick that it gave, and it occurred to me 
that I might turn this to useful effect; 


kick to load and fire the gun. And s0 on 
my return to Paris I commenced at once 
to make drawings of an automatic gun. 
Later on I came to London, established 
a little workshop, and made a gun that 
actually loaded and fired itself by energy 
derived from the recoil. 

It was a veritable nine days’ wonder; 
every one of note from | H. R. H. the 
Prince of Wales down came to see me 
and fire my gun. When TI was asked.to 
fire it before the government officials at 
Enfield, I fired 333 rounds in half a minute 
and a belt of 2,000 cartridges in slightly 
over three minutes. Then the British 
government gave mg a large ordér, which 
enabled me to organize a company and 
fit up large workshops. 

In making these preliminary trials I 
had noticed the vast cloud of smoke pro- 
duced. In fact, Lord Wolseley had said 
to me that my gun would be of little use 
unless I could invent a smokeless powder. 


How It Was Done. 

Tn studying the subject it occurred tome 
that notwithstanding the fact that gun 
cotton and nitroglycerin went off with a 
snap, still I believed that if the two were 
combined and made into blocks or grains 
that they would burn from the outside 
after the manner of black powder; ‘t 
would be like tying two strings of a piano 
together which would destroy the natural 
vibration of both. But at that time there 
was a Fenian scare on, and it was not 
safe for an American to have anything to 
do with nitroglycerin or gun cotton. 
I therefore made arrangements to have 
smokeless powder made for me in Scot- 
land by MFrxMcRoberts. an expert in high 
explosives. I made for Mr. McRoberts a 
screw press for spinning a compound of 
nitroglycerin and gun cotton into threads, 
and later on I patented this apparatus. 
It is a curious and interesting fact that 
later on the government experts made a 
powder in the form of threads. which had 
exactly the size and same appearance as 
those made by McRoberts, the only dif- 
ference being that the government powder 
contained 5 per cent of vaseline. 
At that time I was adviged by military 
experts that no government on earth 
would even look at a smokeless powder 
that contained a particle of nitroglycerin, 
but as it was necessary that I have a 
smokeless powder I started a little labora- 
tory of my own.

LONDON, Oct. 22.—_Owing to the ex 
treme severity of the censorship and the 
expulsion of the war correspondents from 
the front the British public remains curi- 
ously ignorant with regard to the events 
of the war. Practically it has no news 
except such as is given in the scrupulously 
eserved commurications from the French 
war office. The English press bureau is 
S:ngularly silent as a rule. 
This bas lea to-the curious result that 
there are no human documents which to- 
day excite greater Interest, and in some 
places can even find a readier market, 
than the soldiers’ letters. There is ho pa- 
ber in the couniry which does not come 
out with a column or two of these letters 
every day, and they are read with great 
eagerness. 
It may be prejudice, but the first im- 
Pression one gets from these letters, an 
impression produced on the French ob- 
Servers as well. is the extraordinary dog- 
gedness and coolness of the British sol- 
dier. Everybody now knows that Gen.

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FRED J. MURPHY, WHO IS TEACHING NORTHWESTERN TEAM TO “FIGHT.” 
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By HARVEY T. WOODRUFF. 


ORTHWESTERN university won 

a baseball game from Minnesota 

last spring. That was such an un- 

usual occurrence in Evanston.that 

an investigation was started. It 
brought out the fact that thé Purple had 
played two ineligible players, dental stu- 
cents ‘who had assumed the names of 
‘el.gible ball players. Ineligible players 
and baseball coach were dismissed. 

The expulsion of the culprits might 
be passed as an incident worthy of only 
passing comment, except that it brought 
on the scene Fred J. Murphy, the former 
Yale football, baseball, and basketball 
star. Murphy had not been expected te 
begin his real labors until this fall. but 
he was placed in charge of the coachless 
Purple nine. It lost three more games, 
two of them by close scores. Then, to the 
surprisg of every one, it endea the season 
with a string of three victories, beating 
Purdue, 5 to 0 on Friday; lowa, 6 to 5, 
on Saturday, and Wisconsin, 4to 2, on the 
succeeding Monday. There was another 
investigation, but every one passed mus- 
ter. : |

With such an auspicious start, Murphy 
started this fall as football coach. There 
has been no need of an investigation. The 
Purple has not won a game. “ North- 
western is showing its true form,"’ flashed 
the wits. But those who study football 
discovered something new about the 
Purple: team. Not a few members of the 
eleven, but every man on it, was.begin- 
ning-to “ fight.”” That was the result of 
the labor of Murpby and McDevitt, his 
line coach, another Yale man. Murphy 
has a three year contract to coach North- 
western teams. For three years mem- 
bers of Northwestern teams will “ fight,”’ 
even if they don't win a game, says Mur- 
phy.

Murhpy was born Feb. 4, 1886 at South- 
ville, Mass., in that region which has 
produced so many noted trainers and 
coaches.

So was “ Tot’’ Murphy, baseball 
coach and once a member of the New 
York Giants. His father was American 
born:and his mother from Nova Scotia, 
but his giandfather came from Erin.

Ted 
Coy, Philbin, Andrus, Goebel, Hobbs, and 
Logan were freshmen that fall.

Because basketball was then a 
minor sport freshmen were eligible.

THE RUFFED GROUSE AND HIS FRIENDS. 


BY NEAL BROWN. 


HIS fascinating bird in our northern 

states is generally called a par- 

tridge, or, in the vernacular of 

our countrymen, a“ patridge.’’ We 

shall stick to partrid&e, although, 
speaking dictionarily, it is incorrect. He 
is a good sportsman’s bird, and has many 
appealing qualities, whether he be taken 
in his native habitat or fried in butter 
He furnishes a bafiiing mixture of simple 
credulity and great cunning. He has a 
first cousin, who is called the spruce hen, 
or spruce partridge, or ‘fool hen.’’ 
Woodemen and lumber jacks often find 
this silly creature so approachable that 
he may be knocked off his perch witha 
stick. Thus vulnerable, he ia rapidly dis- 
appearing, like certain rare orchids of our 
northern woods, which cannot endure 
civilization. 

But the partridge holds his own fairly 
well, although he has his seasons of di- 
minishment, due, apparently, to a failure 
in the spring hatch. Some years he seems 
to crowd the woods and waste places; itn 
other years he dwindles to small coveys 
and scattered specimens. I understand 
the pheasants of the British isles are, in 
their fecundity, equally uncertain and 
various, 


~~ 

Speaking of the partridge’s two major 
traits of wisdom and unwisdom: 

Often he will flush at a long distance, 

not apparently from fear, but from mere 


perversity; then, again, you may almost, 


run over him in the road with your wagon 
or automobile. In fact, I once had to apply 
double brakes to keep from running one 
down in the middle of the road. This was 
in the closed season. [Let al] game war- 
dens take notice of this act of signal for- 
bearance.] 

Along in September, after the first 
frosts, our partridge commences to haunt 
the country roads contiguous to his home 
Here he feeds avidly on a short sweet 
clover that fs very engrossing and satis 
factory to him, 80 much 80 that he will, no 
matter how many times he may be driven 
away, return again and again to this 
danger zone. He also finds here weed 
seeds and soft dust to wallow in—luxurles 
that are not common in his own thickets. 

He is usually but little alarmed at a 
passing team or automobile, no mattes 
how noisy these may be, and will wait for 
them to pass, while he sits tamely on the 
ground Or perches on a log or stump. He 
fe not so tolerant, however, of a man 
afoot, and will quickly fly from this in. 
truder. Yet he is not much afraid of 
women and children. 


> 

The reason for this is that farmers 
wives and children are constantly pass. 
ing along the roads that he frequents, ané 
he has learned that they are harmless 
Even in the woods a huntress can come 
up to him on favorable terms, when h¢ 
would flee from the advances of a mere 
man. With women and children, as with 
automobiles and wagons, familiarity 
breeds contempt. Hunters, by means of 
these two vehicles, are able to slay thou- 
sands of birds that would otherwise live 
long. 

When thus approached, he will often sit 
dumbly while the fatal shot Is being pre- 
pared for him, or crouch low and run from 
the road to cover, or gingerly pick his way 
into the woods, ruffiing ahd peevish, yet 
only slightly discomposed. 

I have fanc.ed he comes out into the 
roads for other reasons than the delica- 
cies he finds there. He seems to want to 
get a clear look at the sky and to fee) 
the warm sunshine, It is the custom of 


the nesting mother partridge, who has 
her nest near a road, to use some part 
of her daily vacation in dusting herself 
in the wheel tracks. I have never been 
able to determine whether her mate sup- 
plies her place on the nest during her 
vacational] intervals. 

The male wild pigeon used to have this 
habit, and when I was a boy I have seen 
him thus dutiful to the domesticities, try- 
ing to keep the eggs warm, while, as I 
suppose, his spouse was gadding about 
and gossiping with the neighbors. Per- 
haps the males of other feathered tribes 
have this touching and beautiful trait. 

So far as I can learn the mother part- 
ridge seems to be the sole protector of 
her nest and brood. Often she will stick 
to the nest until an intruder is near 
enough to touch her, and will even peck 
at him. Nor is she devoid of the means 
of defense. Being on a trout stream in 
July I was greatly shocked at heaving 
a mother partridge fly at me and atrike 
me in the breast wit® almost force enough 
to knock me down. Her vivient attack 
was explained when I saw directly in 
front of me her brood of downy chicks 
only a few days old.

Many years ago, and in the summer 
time, before the day of omniscient and 
omnipresent game wardens, a deer hunter 
stationed himself on a runway to watch 
for a passing deer. After a little he 
noticed at a distance of a few feet a 
mother partridge sitting on her nest, not 
at all disturbed by his presence. Soon 
after he saw at a distance of several rods 
and coming toward the nesting bird a 
skunk, nosing here and there for food. 
This degrading anima] was minding his 
own business and evidently ignorant of 
the partridge nest. Suddenly the part- 
ridge as swift as lightn'ng, hurled her- 
self out of the nest and catapulted againat 
the skunk, rolling himpheadiong over and 
over. 

Not knowing what had "the unpyy 
him or who had committed this un 
voked assault, the skunk hurriedly pi 
himself up and scudded te some place of 
safety, while the brave mother returned 
to her nest in triumph. She had dis- 
comfited the deadliest enemy of all feath- 
ered tribes. 


~~. 

When partridge chicks are first hatched 
they are about as big as walnuts, and ut- 
terly helpless, except in their infinite 
capacity for concealment, and in the 
strategy of the mother. Being disturbed 
they will disappear like shadows and 
past all finding, while she will scutter 
away in s:mulated broken winged confu- 
sion and helplessness. If the intruder 
be a dog he will invariably chase this 
crippled bird with great zest and hope, 
yet vainly, for she ever keeps just out 
of his reach until she has lured him far 
enough to safeguard her young. 

In February or March partridges can 
be found sitting In the tops of small 
birches and poplars\and eating the buds, 

In the early spring the male bird comes 
ferth with a new ruff and a brighter 
luster. While his mate is busy with her 
domestie duties he betakes himself to 
some nearby log and drums with muf- 
fied eloquence. He may do this out of 
mere exuberance, and love of his own 
music, or because he desires by this 
prowess to attract the admiration of his 
mate, or by way of defiance to any rival 
who contemplates trespass. Without this. 


‘muffled mus'c spring would not be spring; 
it adds a sweet glamour to all the other 


music of spring. He will often drum 
until September. although in late summer 
at rare intervals. Much rarer is his all 
night drumming. 

During h.s first season a partridge isan 
easy prey, but if he surv:ve until the next 
season he will match himself against you 
on fairly even terms. Even on these 
terms, and in his own best coverts he is 
hard to come at. and if, now and then, as 
he hurtles in and out through the trees, 
you are able to bring himelown you will 
have a feeling of considerable prowess 
that you cannot attain by shooting birds 
in the open, 

When you follow a veteran partridge 
and think you are looking for him where 
he alighted he will mewhere else. Or 
it may be that he Ww. li watch your futile 
efiorts from some point directly under 
your feet and at last will burst forth with 
@ roar lke thunder and go rocketing 
through the thickets, apparently keeping 
as many trees as possible bet ween you and 
himself. 

> 

When flushed by the hunter he does not 
often tree, but a dog running suddenly 
on him will usually make him take toa 
tree. Here he will sit staring at the 
dog, oblivious to your presence until it is 
too late. He apparently enjoys the futile 
efforts of a dog to get at him, and is much 
entertained by a dog that will bound 
around and bark. 

The partridge loves watery places, and 
in the early season can usually be found 
along streams and ponds or lakes, or close 
to swamps. Access to water is, seeming- 
ly, not necessary to the well being of 
the partr.dge, for I have found coveys 
in ‘solated tracts of timber, remote from 
water. where they could only rely on the 
rain and the dew. 

Most sportsmen consider it highly ethi- 
cal to pot a sitting partridge, although 
they would look on this treatment as very 
brutal if exercised toward a quail or a 
pra.rie ch.cken. In this exception as to 
the partridge there is a rude justice, for 
when the bird is in thickets he has the 
hunter at his mercy, so that he is not 
entitled in any place) as of right, to be 
allowed to take wing before he is shot 
at. And’ when he is found sitting by 
the roadside no saint can withstand the 
temptation to take him before.he dodges 
into the woods. 

Along in September partridges m‘grate 
to a limited extent. They may be found 
going across the country without regard 
to cover. Single specimens frequently 
appear in town and around farm houses. 
The time for hunting this bird ‘s when 
the year comes to the middle or flush of 
autumn. Then the mapies on the h.ll- 
sides ‘are crimson, and among the flowers 
only the aster lingers a little. 

Partridges are not found in the older 
parts of the country, where wood lots 
are turned into arid pastures. In the ter- 
r.tory midway between wilderness and 
civilization partridge shooting attains its 
most satisfactory form. Here you can 
get at this gentle habitant without hard-: 
ship. To properly encompass his uncer- 
ta:nties of flight a scatter gun should be 
ased, one that will hit him no matter 
where it is aimed?

Stevens, a clergyman of the Protestant Epis- 
-¢opal church, who died ten years ago. He 
will be remembered in Saginaw, Toledo, Buf. 
falo, and Lockport, where he ministered in 
the course of a long life. He was also for 
a time a teacher in De Veaux college, once 
a famous preparatory school in Niagara 
Falls. 

‘The subject of this letter likewise bears the 
name of Lawrence Sterne. Old Mr. Stevens 
was named after the author of “ Tristram 
Shandy” and the “Sentimental Journey,” 
and the Stevenses of the present day trace 
a relationship to. the satirist. 

Young Lawrence Sterne Sievens is one of 
‘the finest fibered men I ever met; a painter, 
@ musician, an observant traveler, a good 
critic “of books, and a bohemian without 
the nonsense. For five years he has been 
living in Brussels, working on his pictures 
and music and managing some kind of ad- 
yertising agency. 

Hollow-eyed, but unshaken, Stevens told 
me his story while every deta‘l was as vivid 
as fire in his memory, and it is here set 


‘down in his own words, save where the fou- 


tine part of it has been a little compacted.

Quaint Quartet Leaves for Front. 
Stevens left Brussels in an automobile on 
Monday morning, Aug. 24, in company with 


_ his. friend, Maurice Gerbeault, Brusselg cor- 


respondent of the Chicago Daily News. 
Gerbeault is a Frenchmap whom fate ‘may, 
and occasionally does, sit on, but has never 


_ Yet succeeded in suppressing. 


It was his purpose, more brilliant perhaps 


“than sagacious, to follow the German col- 


wens that were moving south through Bel- 
git and France and té take photographs 
of the wonderful pictures afforded by that 
gigantic expedition. 

For a’ Frenchman, even though he had 
been for seventeen years self-expatriated 
and had regarded himself as an American, 
the project was little less than madness; 
but nobody could have convinced Gerbeault 
of that on the sunny morning he sailed out 
of Brussels and past the battlefield of Water- 
loo in a $5,000 automobile which Stevens had 
borrowed from a Spanish friend.

ing with the American consulate in Brussels. 
That was one of Gerbeault’s fancies. Ste- 


_¥ens also believed that Gerbeault’s passports 


were of a much more convincing nature than 
they ultimately proved tobe. 

With them the careful pair took a Belgian 
photographer named Victor Hennebert, whom 
Queen Elizabeth sends for whenever she 
Wishes new pictures made of the royal chil- 
dren, and a negro chauffeur, originally from 
Sierra Leone, named David Eike. 

The quaint quartet therefore included a 
Frenchman who called himself an American, 
and who was thought of by Americans as & 
Belgian; an American who looked like an 
Italian—for Stevens is of a distinctly Latin 
type; a half sick Belgian, who liked not the 
boom-boom of the German cannon even when 
it came to him across miles of countryside; 
€id a black man who spoke French, English, 
Italian, German, Danish, Spanish, Flemish, 
and a smattering of Russian. 

If you can surpass that for an interna- 
tional comedy quartet you are welcome. 

If the reader. desires to localize the ad-

That over-lieuten- 
ant’s name Stevens was later to hear in the 
reading of depositions, but today it is utterly 
obliterated from his mind. Certain German 
officers who have heard Stevens’ story have 
intimated that it is a lucky thing for the 
over-lieutenant that, in all the multitude of 
details Stevens remembers, this detail should 
be missing. 

“ Halt!” shouted the over-lieutenant. His 
manner was overbearing end excited.

- spoke in French and with quietness and dig- 


nity came forward and made clear to their 
superior the nature of the men’s request. 
Stevens, Gerbeault, and Henmebert | were 
bidden to show their papers. Stevens dis 
played his sketch book and asked if he 
might make sketches.

But his remembrance of the kindness of 
the common soldiers and of officers whém he 
was later to meet is lively. 

“The soldiers were all fine,” he said. 
2 Always when drink was served out I was 
given thefirst glass. If a man had only one 
cigaret left he insisted upon my taking it, 
And I know that, granting that I had a right 
to any of the feod of these hungry men, I 
was always given more than my share. In- 
variably it was the same—the first drink, 
the last cigaret, the good food. ! 

“If the French. comic weekly failed to ap- 


peal. to me, I remembered that there was. one 


thing that did. For, anxious ond angry as 
I was, f thrilled with excitement” and pleas 
ure when an artillery train galléped by at 
full tilt. “I think a German detachment must 


have been in a tight plape at that instant. 


The. spectacle of the btiniging up of help was 
magnificent. That was to be my last joyous 
sensation for many, many hours.” 

The over-lieutenant again appeared: before 
his prisoner and repeated, to the accompani- 
ment of vehement pantomime, his admoni- 
tions relative to the peril of any attempt to 
escape. To emphasize his meaning, he did 
pantomime with the sentry’s rifle.

Stevens was taken into a room of the 
gendarmerie that opened directly on the 
courtyard.

Jarotzky, and a’ passport signed ‘by United 
States Minister Whitlock, had been taken 
from him, he was led back to the inner room. 
where he was left alone for fifteen minutes. 
Then the over-lieutenant came to him and 
pushed him back into the outer room, saying 
in a villainous jargon of German and French- 

“ Monsieur, morgen fusilier.” He left out 
the “ vous serez’”’ before. “ fusilier,” but Ste- 
vens says he had no difficulty in understand- 
ing that the lieutenant was trying to say, 
“ Sir, in the morhing you will be ‘shot.” The 
words made him very angry. He remem- 
bered distinctly that that was hie sole sen- 
sation. The other sensations were to come 
later. The lieutenant led him to the door- 
way opening into the courtyard. In the dim 
light he saw eight soldiers standing in the 
courtyard at present arms. 7

Later I tried an experiment. I asked him 
to write. out in the most particular detail 
certain phases of his mental struggle after 
sentence had been pronounced and the long 
night of piteous self-examination had closed 
in on him. I wanted to see what he would 
make of all that when he took a pen in hand 
and began to prick his own soul. He didn’t 
make much, it seemed to me. He grew a 
little rhapsodic and there was a kind of 
bogus profundity in the thing. I don’t mean 
that as offensive to Stevens, but merely as 
a criticism of his literature. 

Lying on the bed and speaking without .s 
touch of self-consciousness, he was great, 
and in one part of his story he almost made 
me cry. But when he began to consider 
himself as a topic he was like an amateur 
trying to write about anothe? man’s expe- 
rience. What he wrote was sweet and grave 
and gentle (I saved the pages after he had 

rown them away in disgust), but the cold 
sweat and the eting and the quiet anguish 
had gone out of it.

The Agonizing Wait for Death. 

So here is his story as he told it off, in- 
cident by incident. 

It begins ten seconds after the over-lieu- 
tenant, whom Stevens has not seen from 
that hour to this, had said in his bad French, 
“Monsieur, une bonne nuit,” and the 
sergeant, the two guards, and the eight 
soldiers had disposed themselves around the 
stuffy room in the gendarmerie. 

“It was half past 9. On a table a little 
behind me stood an old fashioned wooden 
clock. It had a dirty face. By turning a 
little I could easily read the hours. Often 


it came over me that never had I heard a - 


clock tick so loud. Sometimes it seemed like 
a triphammer. The .battered lamp on the 
table in front of me smelt. 

“ As time passed the lamp flickered lower 
and lower. At midnight it almost went out. 
I remember saying to myself as I watched 
the lamp flicker—thongh perhaps 1 didn’t 
really form the words—‘ Gad, how much that 
lamp is like me. Ite going down, down, 
down!’ 

“The soldiers had orders not to speak to 
me. I knew, though, that I hed the sym- 
pathy of all those fellows from the glances 
they gave me; but not a worl would they 
speak. . The room was very quiet, but I 
could: hear night sounds pe outside, tlc 
stamping of horses tethered in the stable 
yard of the gendatmerie and a great whin- 
neying and thrashing of hoofs when one 
horse would nip another. 

«For the first two hours I suppose I suf- 
fered about as much’hell as a man can go" 
through. It was not the fear of death that 
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as I had been taught to do, and now there 
was to be this sickening finish, What had 
I done to deserve it? Those things bothered 
me most. They made me rage inside myself. 


“Naturally I thought of my mother, but 


just then they were not thoughts that gave 
me any comfort, for I kept running oveF 
in my mind the fact that she would never 
know what had become of me. There 
wouldn't be any headstone to tell her where 
I lay—not even a little cross. 

“Then these thoughts driftea away ard 
I. thought of what pictures my experiences 
had given me and how much feeling and un- 
derstanding I would be able to put into a 
big study of a condemned man’s last night. 
I knew that no living man could tell me 
anything about it which I myself hadn't 
‘felt, and the words kept singing in my 
head: ‘What a chance! What a chance!’ 

“Then I leaned forward against the table 
and tried to sleep, but just as I would drop 
off the horror of the thing would come 
upon me. Uncontrollablr a great gasp 
would shake me. There was no volition or 
thought in it. The gasp would be upon me 
before I knew it. I suppose it was the 
heart struggling to do its work against a 
terrific mental strain. 

“Right in the midst of this I looked 
around at the clock. The hands pointed to 
midnight. ‘Good God!’ I thought. ‘In six 
more hours will be the last time I'l] be able 
breathe.’ 

“Perhaps -I might hav. got hysterical, 
except that just at that instant five or six 
soldiers came boisterously into the room. 
It was the changing of the guard. One of 
the soldiers had found a bottle of brandy. 
Another looked kindly over at me and 
poured me out a whole teacupful. I drank 
it and felt absolutely no effect. Half an 
hour later they gave me another teacup- 
ful. I:-drank it down and felt no burning 
and no gagging. Under ordinary condi- 
tions I suppose two teacupfuls of raw 
brandy would have made me very sick or 
shrieking drunk. I thanked the soldiers. 

“It was about this time that, the lamp 
on the table in front of me being nearly 
out, a soldier brought in another. 

“After that I put my head down on the 
table so that I could sleep. ‘Hell,’ I said,’ 
*there’s no need of my getting myself into 
a frenzy.’ Maybe I slept half.an hour, 

“When I awoke the idea came to me of 
trying to get away. It was 1 o’clock then 
and I suppose I thought over and worked 
over the idea till nearly 2 o’clock. In tying 
my hands behind me the soldiers had not 
passed the rope directly around my left 
wrist. Dut over the coat sleeve. 

“So I soiuy and slowly worked the mus- 
cles and fingers of my hands until I had 
brought the rc pe down over the coat sleeve. 
That left a little slack in the rope, and so, 
very, very slowly, I was 8 able to work one 
band free.

Plans to Escape Fail. 

“Every fifteen minutes I looked at the 
clock. -As 1 saw the hands marching 
around I became more and more deter- 
mined. It was a gamble, of course, but it 
seemed to me a pretty good one. It was 
one thousand to one thatl was going to be 
killed anyway. If I made a run for it, after 
turning over the lamp, there was at least 
one chance in a hundred -hat they would 
not hit-me.

sels. 1 weuld make through the orchard 
and up the track and continue along that 
way until daylight broke. Then I would 
hide in a forest or a peasant’s house. 

“I knew the horses were tied and that 
it would take the soldiers some time to 
make ready to pursue me on horseback. 
Through the orchard 1 would run zigzag 
as 1 had been taught to do in football. I 
knew 1 was a good runner. 

“Now the proposition had to be consid- 
ered in its close at hand aspects. ‘I will 
turn the lamp over,’ I said to myself, ‘on the 
‘papers strewn over the floor. That will 
start a fire and a panic. Then I will make a 
dash for it.’ 

“I thought of my shoes. It would be 
best if I tu.k them off so that the sentinels 
could not take aim at me by the sound of 
my footsteps: ag I ran across the court- 


yard. 

“Were the big iron gates of the court- 
yard locked? 1 wondered. I didn't believe 
they were. 
when I came in. There were two sentries 
at the gate, I knew, but it was so dark 
that I thought I might get past them.

Even if nobody in 
the outside world ever is to know, you 
must show these Germans that an Ameri- 
can knows how to die.’

The four correspondents in my room were 
very still. Stevens reached for a glass of 
water. “Did you put the prayer into 
words?” I asked him quietly. “I mean did 
you formulate it in an actual spoken peti- 
tion? I don't mean to ask offensive ques- 
tions,” I added, “but the psychology of all 
this seems to me terrifically interesting.” | 

Stevens caught my point of view. He 
was not offended. 

“Yes,” he said, “I put it into the form 
of a prayer. It was a prayer for self- 
respect. I did truly pray. I have tola you 
that my father was an Lpiscopal clergy- 
man, and I was brought up in the church.

It seemed to me that it would 
be like dying twice if I felt my kneeg fail 
me when the guards came to take me into 
the courtyard, ‘Please, please let me keep 
my strength,’ I kept saying. 

“I suppose I must have been a long time 
‘with these thoughts, going over ‘and over 
them, Suddenly I noticed that the gasping 
had stopped. A feeling of perfect peace 
had come over me. I felt confident that I 
could go through the thing without dis- 
gracing myself as an American. I didn’t 
Want those soldiers to think meanly of our 
country. 

“Then I began thinking of what you 
might call the practical details of the mat- 
ter. I hoped the soldiers would fire at my 
heart. If they were not good marksmen 4

my face and if that would hurt me. 

“I decided nét’‘to let them blindfold me 
if I could help it, and to be careful, when 
they came for me, to hold my hands so 
that they would think the hands were still 
tied.

Sees His Grave Dug. 

“Some tims later a stirring in the room 
woke me I thought it must be 6 o'clock 
and time to go. But it was only 4 and the 
men who had entered were not soldiers 
come to fetch me out, but two sappers. 
One of them carried a spade, the other an 
acetylene lamp. They lit the lamp and 
were some time adjusting it to make it 
burn properly. Then they went into the 
courtyard. I could see by the shadows the 
lamp cast through the doorway that finally 
they had set it on the ground, and from the 
sounds I heard I judged that one of them 
was working at the hard ground with the 
epade—kind of picking at the ground. 

‘Gvod God!’ I thought. ‘If that Prus- 
si:.n hadn't come in and sat down beside m 
I might have gotten away.’ But the thought 
didn't make me distracted. 

“The two sappers had left the door open. 
By craning my neck a little I could look 
out and see them working. I watched them 
some time. It was fascinating, absolutely 
fascinating, to think that they were bulild- 
ing the place that I should soon be tumbied 
into. That was curious—the psychology ot 
that. After 1 had given up my soul to God 
it was the psychology that interestee me. 

“I can't say I had remorseful pangs, and 
I-was spared the misery of having to say, 
‘Why did I do this? and ‘Why did I do 
th: ? After all, in looking back on my 
life I felt that the things I had done that 
I ought not to have done were only pecca- 
dilloes in the great total. 

“I did think of the disagreeable task 
that my foolhardiness would put on my old 
friend Lewis Richards of Brussels, the 
pianist, who used to live in Detroit. He 
would have to tell my mother and the rest 
that I had disappeared, and he would have 
to glose up my affairs. 

“The sappers had begun working be- 
tween 4 and half past 4, and perhaps they 
worked till 6. After their suggestive op- 
erations started there was naturally no 
more sleep for But I found a way to 
pass the time. 1 had the clock behind me 
and I started a guessing game. Every ten 
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minutes I would guess the time and then 


look back at the clock to verify my guess. 
I seemed to guess accurately. I remember 
saying once, ‘I'll bet I've got forty minuies 
to live.’ That time 1 was within two min- 


_ utes of right. I never missed by more than 


three minutes. 

“At 6:30 the camp began to stir. Sol- 
diers came in with coffee, bread, and jam. 
Nobody offered me any this time. I didn't 
mind, 

“*Tt's fair,, I said to myself. ‘What's 
the use of wasting that food? My diges- 
tion will stop in half an. hour anyway. Let 
it go at that.’ 

“It rather caught my attention—I can't 
say that it amused me—that things ran 
through my mind in the language of every 
@ay, and I distinctly remember saying to 
myself at five minutes to 6, ‘In five min- 
utes little Willie will be in kingdom come.’ 

“To go back a little—when the hafds of 
the clock pointed to half past 6 I said, * it'’n 
a sure thing now,’ and for fifteen minutes 
the hand seemed to gallop. And then it 
was curioug that at a quarter to 6 they 
seemed absolitely to stop. 

“At five minutes to 6 the bugle blew. 
At that sound the guards strapped on their 
cartridge belts, opened up their guns, and 
Their knapsacks they left 
in the foom. In two or three minutes the 
sergeant eame in. 

“I took account of myself. I stood wp. 
I slipped my ieft hand inte the loop, 
I stretched myself. 1 was thankful from 
my so00u] that my knees didn’t tremble. 
There Was hd sweat. 1 was in absolutely 


as good physical condition as I am at this. 


moment, ahd no more nervous. 

“I was marched out into the yard, and 
there I saw a pile of dirt. i tried to make 
out whether it had come from my grave. 
I couldn't We had got half way across 
the yard when my sergeant was stopped 
by an old color sergeant. There was talk 
between them and after it 1 was marched 
through the gate of the yard to the aute 
of my Brussels friend, which has since dis- 
appeared utterly from my ken. I was 
placed in the auto with a guard of four 
men and a chauffeur—a guard on each side 
of me, one in front of me, and one in the 
seat with the chauffeur. 

“They unbound my hands now, and they 
did it tenderly. We rode for three-quar. 
ters of an hour, arriving at Lobbes. where I 
saw a sign over one of the shops for the 
speedy making up of mourning garments 
which you encounter so frequently ia Bel- 
gium. The sign read: 

MOURNING IN 
TWELVE HOURS. 

“Everywhere there were signs of recent 
battle. The ruins of houses were still smol- 
dering and the streets were one mass Of 
broken guns, dead horses, French capa, 


‘shoes, and knapsacks. Sevcral bass drums 


were strewn along the road. 

“Not yet wag I hoping for any change 
in the status of my case. From chance re- 
marks made by my guards 1] gathered that 
we were going to the high commander, and 
I supposed that I was to be shot with the 
rest of our party. 

“On the edge of the actual battiefiela 

one of the tires of the $5,000 automobile 
received a puncture, hence our progress 
was siow and I was able to take in every- 
thing. 
’ “The field was a gently sieping plain 
half a mile wide. French dead lay here 
and there and the ground had been torn ali 
to pieces. A gray mist hung over the plain. 
Through what was left of the standing 
grain moved a straggling German column. 
Its march was hindered a litt!e by dead 
cows and calves which had teen torn apart 
by shells. 

“There were new madé graves in trench 
form, and in them the German dead must 
have been buried, for nowhere was the 
body of a German soldier to be seen nor 
any sign of German eauipment. This, as 
you and I have since learned, was in ac- 
cordance with German practice. If they 
can possibly avoid it they leave no evi. 
dences of German losses behind them.

Brought Before Tribunal. 

“As I stood leaning against a balustrade 
of the terrace watching the brilliant © ova 
ture I thought of Gillette’s ‘Becret Serv 
ice," a th maand in ton de ee 
affair was lacking to make my place in the 
ecene harmonize with the rest of it. But 
for me there wag no romance in the situa- 
tion. I resented that. 

“after perhaps fifteen minutes they or- 
dered me to be taken across the road into 
an apple orchard. In the orchard was a 
platoon of German soldiers standing at pa- 
rade rest, say half a company, or sixty 
men, and my guards took me to the left of 
the platoon. 

“It was then that I first caught sight of 
the other fellows of our party. They were 
under a guard of six men on the other side 
of the orchard. There was the inevitable 
stone wall, and I thought to myself that 
with true German thrift they had brought 
me here to turn me off with the othera— 
Gerbeault, Hennebert, and black David. i 
was wearing one of the new fashioned 
German outing shirts with what they call 
a Goethe collar, Gerbeault said afterwards 
that I made a perfect picture of a spy on 
his way to execution. In that respect at 
least I fitted in with the Gillette. scheme of 
things. 

“I did not then join my friends. We all 
stayed for some time in the orchard, listen- 
ing to the sound of cannon in the distance. 
Then I was marched out with .he platoon. 
It joined the rest of its company—the Sev- 
enth of the Thirteenth regiment—which 
had been doing general staff guard. The 
staff led the way in autos and we started 
on the march south toward the French 
border. 

“The way was hot and @usty. I began 
to feel the lack of nowtrishment and I 
feared I was going to faint. I didn’t want 
to do that. I asked a guard for bread and 
water. He had none, but he very generous- 
ly offered me Wine. After half an hour's 
march we halted aniiI again met my kind 
English speaking German lieutenant. He 
tried to reassure me by speaking of Gen. 
von Armin’s character for justice. ‘ But,’ 
he added, ‘you must understand that he is 
very busy.’ 

“Two other leutenants were passing on 
the other side of the road. Evidently they 
had heard of my case. ‘Do you speak Eng- 
lish? one of them called to me, At my 
reply they bade me come across to them. 

“They gave me a whole box of choce- 
late, filed my poekets with chocolate, and 
ordered bread and jam for me. Both were 
charming men. I Wish you would mention 
their names if TH Trisuns. One was Dr. 
August Thienemann, a scientist, of Langen- 
strasse 28, in Miinster; the other Heinrich 
Bergmann 6f Hufferstrasee 25, in Minster. 

They kept right with me, ordering the 
@uards to fall back. To them I outlined 
my story, We marched together until 3 
o'clock. Five or six miles before Beau- 
mont a@ train of heavy field artillery passed 
us. All who saw me shook their fists at 
me, made motions across their throats, and 
ealied me ‘pig dog’ and ‘spy,’ but my two 
lieutenants were at pains to. explain to of- 


ficers who passed that I was not a spy, and 


they gave two ofr three fellows the devil 
when they flung hard words at me. Thiene- 
mann especially fell all over himself to be 
nice to me, and when we halted at a de- 


erted farmhouse he brought me the first 


chair he could lay his hands on and gave 
me Water and cigarets before he would do 
anything to make himself comfortable. 

“My head and my mustache were white 
with dust and my eyelashes so heavy with 
dust that I could hardly see. He helped 
me to wash up and brought me bread and 
jam and wine. He had &@ silver flask of old 
brandy. There were just two drinks left. 
He poured out the larger part for me. 

“*You are being very decent to me,” i 
eald, ‘and I can’t thank you.’ 

“*No! No! he sald. ‘It is my duty to 
be docent.’ 

“On this stage of the march there was 
an intensely comical incident that even [I 
could relish. The soldiers came to a 
schoolhouse, where they found the bass 
drum, snare drum, cymbals, horns, and 
music racks of what I suppose in happier 
times had been an energetic village band. 
Forthwith the tired marchers gave a bur- 
lesque concert and para.«. They found 
straw hats and umbrellas and with these 
made a ‘march past’ that was like nothing 
so much as the antics of the clown band 
in the cirous, Other soldiers leaned 
against the walls and trees and laughed 
until they were gasping. 

* 


“Some time after 2 o’clock I was ordered 
to be taken before the judge advocate gen- 
eral. I asked Dr. Thienemann if I might 
mention his name to the judge. ‘Most cer- 
tainly,’ he said. ‘In fact, I shall go with 
you to him.’ 

“The old judge sat in an old fashioned 
victoria with a grim looking secretary. by 
his side. He was gentile, fatherly, and soft 
voiced and there was a humorous twinkle 
in hie eyes as he scrutinized me. I have 
forgotten his name, but I remember learn- 
ing that in civil life he is @ very eminent 
German jurist and that in the army his 
rank is that of division commander. 

“He held my papers open before him. It 
was raining and he ordered me to put on 
my hat. Having asked my name, the date 
and place of my birth, and my religion, he 
told me to tell my story. When it was fin- 
ished I remember that one of his comments 
was, ‘Don't you know that correspondents 
and artists aren’t allowed with the ar. y? 
This is not a Mexican war.’ 

“Then he dismissed me, and all the reat 
of the way of the march into France I fol- 
lowed the judge's carriage. On every side 
I continued to see the signs of a French 
rout, and among the signs were champagne 
bottles. 

“Finally from way up front we heard 
the sounds of cheering and of soldiers 
voices lifted in the strains of ‘Die Wacht 
am Rhein’ and ‘ Deutschlian’ Ueber Alles,’ 

“ Btill advancing, we came to the frontier 
post, a rough hewn field stone four or five 
feet high. At ite base and partiy in the 
ditch lay a dead French dragoon, a trumpet 
at hig feet. A German soldier had covered 
the face with a bit of cloth, That was my 
entry into France in war time. It was such

“After a march of four kilometers into 
France we reached the town of Hestrud, 
halting In a field..

“TY was taken to a house in the center of 


the town and there I again found my, corm- 
panions. After a wait of half an hour I was 
ushered alone from the hall into the sitting 
room, and no sooner was I inside the door 
than the old judge rounded on me with: 
‘Then you declare that you are a spy!" 
(Alors, vous declarez ete yous etes uD 
esepion!”) 

“I was staggered. 

“*No! no! Certainly not,” I cried. ‘Not 
only that, but I swear on my honor that I 
never had any stch ‘intentions.’ 

“The old man’s manner suddenly changed. 
‘Ca, c'est bien!’ he said, and beamed kindly 
on me again. 

“My companions were. brought into the 
sitting room, together with a young officer 
who was sworn in as an interpreter. He 
read our depositions—which had been taken 
down at different times by the judge advo- 
cate’s grim secretary—from German into 
French, and each of us signed his deposi- 
tion. 

“*‘Now, lsten carefully,’ said the old 
judge; ‘these are the depositions that have 
been made against you.’ 

“There were read out to us then the depo- 
sitions of a trumpeter. a sergeant, two other 
soldiers, and the pleasant spoken undefr- 
lieutenant and the overbearing Meutenant 
who were of the detachment which we had: 
encountered on that unfortunate Monday 
noon just outside Nivelles. Only the day be- 
fore, as a matter of fact, but how remote it 
seemed! 

* All the depositions varied materially and 
were contradictory, but all of them united tn 
contradicting the trumpeter’s, which was the 
most confused and false as to the numbers 
in our party and our conduct when Wwe were 
arrested. At one point, when it was stated 
that our party had numbered five and that 
the fifth man had run away, I said * That is 
en absolute le.” The grim secretary gravely 
took notes of our denials. <A legal process 
in a Berlin court could not have been more 
methodically conducted. 

“We were led out of the sitting room and 
Thienemann entered it. He must have said 
something pretty strong for us, for when he 
had rejoined us in the hall and I had asked 
him how our case was going, he said: ‘O, I 
think it’s going all right,’ adding, ‘and now 
you are to go to bed.” 

“Tr asked that my belongings be returned 


to me. All I got was my money, which the. 
- Judge returned to me, remarking as he did 


so, ‘Are you content?” 

“*Perfectly,’ I replied. 

“A night tn the café at Hestrud followed. 
Krench prisoners were herded there, and with 
them were three Belgian civilians who had 
been taken with revolvers on their persons, 
One of them was crying and the other two 
were trembling so that they could hardly 
control themselves. 

“One of them said to me, ‘I have done 
nothing, but it is true that when I was taken 
I had a revolver in my pocket.’ At midnight 


IN THE MORNING YOU WILL GE 
SHOT” 
they were led away. Their case seemed des- 
perate. The next day from the window of 
my prison in Beaumont I saw them swinging 
cheerfully along the street. They were tree 
and they were laughing.

The Firing Squad Again. 

“Our food that night was a pint of soup 
for the four of us and a handful of biscuits. 

“In the morning vile coffee was served out, 
and on it we made the march back into Bel- 
gian territory and to the town of Beaumont. 
Before the march began the captain of the 
company, much less austere than he had been 
before, came to us and asked, ‘Do you want 
to march with the company instead of with 
the prisoners?’ 

“"Yes,, we said, ‘by all means with the 
company.’ 

“And so we started away on the last stage 
of our weary journey. We were passed by 
constant streams of German troops marching 
out of Beaumont to the front. It was nearly 
noon when we reached that town of Beau- 
mont which Is the seat of Prince de Cara- 
man-Chimay, whose first wife was Clara 
Ward of Detroit. Just make a note that we 
got there about noon, for the fact later be 
came amusing in a horrifying sort of way. 

“At Beaumont we were ordered into the 
courtyard of what seemed to me to be a con- 
vent school, and there again was the sugges- 
tive wall such as had given me so much 
cause for reflection at the gendarmerie in 
Manage and in the orchard at ChA&teau 
Casteau. 

“In the courtyard troops are drawn up. 
The captain of the company with which we 
had marched remarks to the concierge that 
three priests are coming. So-so, I thought, 
they are not going to turn us off without the 
last rites. 

“The queen’s photographer, an intensely 
volatile person, spent most of his time in 
bleating about the imminence of death, and 
that was beginning to get on my nerves, for 
I felt { needed all the steam I had left after 
two days of misery. So I spent most of my 
time telling the Belgian to dry up and trying 
to bear it In upon him that he was a menace 
not only to us but to himself. Along about 


“SIR, 


this time the Judge advocate appeared briefly | 
upen the scene, and for the last time. There! 


is a short conference, the result of which is 
that We are ordered to the temporary mili-' 
tary prison, or guardhouse, in the adjacent 
street. 

“Save for :us, the prison, a room fifteen 
feet square, with five tons of shells piled in 
the hallway leading to it, is empty. The 
sergeant of the guard, a university bred man, 
is very kind to us. Little things they were, 
but they meant so much, such as giving us 
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and the three Auvergnats on the rou 
Phillippeville,’ was the line under the p 

“You remember that a few moments ago I 
asked you to note the fact that we had ar- 
rived in Beaumont about noon. Well, over 
the picture was this bit of doggerel: 

“*Ville de Beaumont, ville de malheur, 
. Arrivé & midi, pendu & une heure.’ 

“ At first glance this line about Beaumont, 
‘city of misery, where you arrive at noon 
and are a hanged man at 1 o'clock,’ gave me 
quite a turn, ut then I realized that 1 o’clock 
was already passed and th . I was not yet 
hanged. So I took heart of grace and lay. 


' down .to pretty peaceful dreams. 


“ Thursday morning twenty-seven French- 
men were thrust into the room 15x15 feet. 
So we numbered thirty-one, and you can 
imagine from some of your own recent ex- 
periences while under surveillance what it 
was like. In the course of the morning, 
though, the Frenchmen were sent out to 
@weep the streets, and the instant the room 
was cleared of them you and McCutcheon 
and Cobb and Hansen and Lewis were 
brought in. 

“It was that instant that the fear of deatb 
lifted from me after \more than seventy-two 
hours. I felt that if the Germans had really 
decided to execute me they would not have 
allowed me to join a party of my country-

Imprisoned with Correspondents. 


I should add that, seeing us and feeling the 
long strain suddenly lift, Stevens still did 
not collapse. In truth, of the nine suspects 
in the room at that instant) he was the most 
composed. The gallant Gerbeault ‘was a bit 
heady with relief; the Belgian, a wretchedly 
sick man, Was in rather a pulpy condition, 
and of the state of brave black David no, 
body stopped to take any account. As for 
us fiVe Americans who were newcomers in 
the prison, we were so dazed to find our- 
selves in actual imprisonment after a morn- 
ing of mere surveillance in a tavern that I 
don’t think we had made up our minds 
whether to be frightened or angry. 

As a matter of fact, before we had made 
up our minds we were returned to the tav- 
ern, and so Stevens was left alone again with 
his foreign friends. 

Here are the last sentences of his nar- 
rative: 

“The few minutes you men Were with us 
amid the straw cheered me immensely and I 
never realized so fully how true it is that 
misery loves company. Afvxer you left, the 
thing that was hardest to bear was the black 
looks and blistering words of the German 
rrivate soldiers, who would stop in front of 
the windows of the prison as they passed 
along the street and look at us as if we were 
wild beasts. I could bear it no longer and 
appealed to the officer of the guard that, 
whatever we might have done, this was more 
than fair punishment. He took compassion 
on us and had the shutters of the windows 
closed. 

“In a few minutes appeared the kind 
Rosenthal of whom you wrote so apprecia- 
tively in one of your dispatches to Tus 
TRIBUNE, and after questioning us he turned 
to me and said: ‘But you are an American! 
Come with me.’ : 

“Tt was‘then that I was -brou@ht ftnto the 
tavern where you were, and you got me a 
drink of brandy and offered me cigarets. If 
there was any time in the course of my 
troubles that I was very close to tears it 
was then. You will remember that in a few 
minutes Rosenthal took me back to prison. 
He asked me for more details of my story, 
and when I had given them I said: ‘I swear 
by all that is good that what I have told you 
is true!’ 

“*TI believe you,’ he replied, ‘and Ill go 
to the commandant and do the best I can 
for you.’ 

“How good his best was you know, for In 
three-quarters of an hour I was back with 
your crowd fn the tavern, and your créwd 
was my crowd.” 


Retrospect. 

That was Thureday eubisuiaiin: ‘aie 27. 
Stevens slept with us that night on the 
tavern floor. On Friday night he left with 
us and a big detachment of French and Eng- 
lish prisoners on a train bound for Aix-le- 
Chapelle. We reached Aix on Sunday morn- 
ing. Here Etevens is no longer under 
surveillance, as we all Were during our drst 
four days in Aix, but he has given his word 
of honor to the German military authorities 
mot to try to make his way out of Germany 
to Brussels until they give him permission. 
He will keep his word. Such mien do that. 

One day some of us were speaking of his 
experience as a test of character—how it 
would help.a man to know himself in either 
his weakness or his strength. 

“Yes,” he said in his musing way, “I 
wouldn't take ten thousand dollars for the 
experience—but I wouldn’t go through it 
again for twenty thousand.” 

He bears no rancor and does not rail at 
the German army. Of the man who put him 
thropgh the night of hideous torture he 
merely remarked that he would like to ‘ punch 
his head.’ For the behavior of the German 
troops on a hostile countryside he had only 
words of praise, calling our attention to the 
fact, which we also had observed, that drivers 
of the ponderous German army wagons 
scrupulously gave the carts of the refugee 
peasants their share of the road when they 
met up with them in the neighborhood of 
Nivelles. He spoke, too, of the fact that in 
the final adjustment of his troubles he was 
subjected to no drumhead court martial of 
the spy of story books, but had the privilege 
of a patient hearing before a great German 
jurist who was with the army to see justice 
done in just such cases as his. 

What, then. is the explanation of the 
studied theatricalism of the dreadful night 
at Manage—the tying of the hands. the 
‘barring of the windows, the mock trial with- 
out the hearing of the prisoner's testimony, 
the placing of the death watch, and the ap- 
pearance of the two sappers with the spade 
and the acetylene lamp? 
| ‘Was it all a hideous practical joke, devised 
with diabolical cunning by a brutal and de- 
generate mind, or was it a sickening blunder? 

Was the over-lieutenant mad, or was he a 
credulous, overzealous, overbearing, incompe 
tent, worried ass who lost his head? 

Stevens does not know. 

Probably the only men in the world who 
do know, or ever will. know, are the eleven 
soldiers of the guard whe-played their part 
inAhe wicked farce, if farce it was. 

It is certain that the over-lieutenant’s own 
men indicated by their furtive pantomime 
during the encounter at Nivelles that thefr 
commanding officer was unbalanced and ferc- 
cious; and it I!kewise is certam that Ger- 
mans who heard the story have said that the 
over-lieutenant ought to be court martialed. 
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ODAY the. greatest geography class that 


ever existed is studying its lessons with an‘ 


earnestness that would bring joy to the 
heart of a schoolmaster. Before the maps in 
front of the newspaper offices, in front of store 
windows where portions of atlases are displayed, 
poring over the daily records of the advances 
and retreats of the European armies are thou- 
sands of students of geography. 

And many of them have learned facts that 
astound them. They have learned that in an area 
almost equal to the United States and Alaska 
Europe has twenty-six countries and that only 
one of these countries, Russia, is larger than 
Texas, -. .t nine are larger and seventeen smaller 


than Illinois; that several have less population 
_ than Cook county. ‘ 


If the members of the class shave looked up 
the statistics of population they will have found 
that although many of the countries of Europe 
are densely pépulated, because of their small 
area some of them have about the population of 
single states in our country. Of the strenuous 
Balkan states which a few years ago humbled 
Turkey only Roumania has more people than 
Illinois. Roumania has about 7,200,000 people, 
Illinois 5,638,591. Bulgaria has about 4,300,000 
people, Greece only 2,600,000, Servia 2,900,000, 
and Montenegro but 250,000. 

Illinois has almost as many people as Sweden, 
Portugal, the Netherlands, or Belgium. It ex- 
ceeds in population Switzerland, Denmark, or 
Norway. Luxembourg has but 259,000 people, 
less than the number on the north side of Chi- 


qi 


I 


cago and only a fourth of the number on the 
west side. A-number of wards in Chicago have 
more people than one of the independent coun- 


tries of Europe, Monaco, and the city of Chicago 


has more people than Greece or Norway. Five 
countries the size of Belgium could be put in 
Illinois, almost four the size of Denmark, about 
eight the size of Montenegro, almost four the 
size of Switzerland, and almost five the size of 
the Netherlands. 

Russia is the only country comparable in size 
with the United States and it has a greater area 
than the combined areas of the other twenty-five 
countries. Placed in the United States it would 
occupy all the land west of the Mississippi to the 
Pacific except Missouri, Arkansas, and Texas. 
The British isles would equal in territory New 
England, New York, and two-thirds of New Jer- 
sey. Belgium could be placed in the southwest and 
Holland in the northeast quarters of Pennsylva- 
nia. France covers an area equal to our Atlantic 
states from Pcnnsylvania to South Carolina; 
Switzerland could be contained in the western 
third of Virginia, and Italy would cover haif of 
Alabama and Georgia and all of Florida. Den- 
mark equals little more than the northern 
peninsula of Michigan ; Germany equals about 
four states the size of Illinois and Austria-Hun- 
gary is four times as large as Missouri. The six 
Balkan states could be placed in Texas and there 
would be much room left.

In the Latitude of Canada, 

It must be remembered in making these com- 
parisons that many of the countries of Europe 


would not fall within the United States at all if 
they were moved in a direct line across the ocean, 
for the great nations of Europe have developed 
thcir industries, cities, and great populations not 
in the latitude of the United States so much as 
in the latitude of Canada. To bring the warring 
nations within the area of our country the vari- 
ous cities and countries must b: shoved south a 
distance of approximatcly 700 miles. 

If Canada had centered under one government 
the peoples, industries, and resources of Europe 
lying north of the forty-ninth parallel of Europe 
we would not stand today at the head of the 
countries of the western hemisphere with more 
people and greater wealth than all the other 
American countries combined, but we would be 
only a poor second to our northern neighbor. 
The dady of the snows would boast of a popula- 
tion of 250,000,000 occupying the greatest indus- 
trial area of the earth; for in Europe north of the 
fofty-ninth parallel we find all of the British isles, 
Belgium, the Netherlands, Denmark, Norway, 
Swedzn, nine-tenths of Germany, an equal por- 
tion of Russia, and the northern strip of Austria- 
Hungary and France from Paris to its northern 
boundary. . Ae Rises 

Along the sixtieth parallel we find three great 
national capitals—Christiania with 240,000, 
Stockholm. with 346,000, and Petrograd with 


2,000,000. Moved westward to the American 


continent Christiania wou!d rest on Fort Church- 


‘ill on the west. shore of Hudson bay, Stockholm 


would be in the middle of the bay, and Petrograd 
would lie on the east shore near the northern 
part of the peninsula of Labrador 


London, The Hague, Brussels, and Berlin sim- 
ilarly transplanted would follow close to the fifty- 
sccond parallel. London would be in Manitoba, 
100 miles north of Winnipeg; The Hague and 
Brussels in the Northwest territory of Canada 
north of the province of Ontario, and Berlin on 
the Albany river, 200 miles north. of the north- 
west point of Lake Superior. Paris alone would 
be near our boundary line, for it would be situ- 
ated near the Lake of the Woods on Minnesota’s 
northern boundary. 


War Zone on American Soil. 

Today it is estimated that of Europe’s 450,- 
000,000 population 18,000,000 men are under 
arms. These men are on battlefields scattered 
over a territory Icss in extent than that of our own 


country. Suppose then Chicago were the center 
of this storm from which men are going out to 
meet the enemy on the north and south, as they 
have from Berlin; suppose Berlin were placed on 
Chicago, what would be the relative positions of 


the armies? 


Paris would be located west and a little north 
of Topcka, Kas. The road from Berlin to Paris, 
therefore, would pass across Illinois, through the 
northern part of Missouri and into Kansas. 
Where the boundary lines of France and Belgium 
touch the occan would be placed north of Lincoln 
and west of Des Moines. From there the French 
boundary line would sweep south and east to a 
point west and a little south of Jefferson City, 
Mo., near the Kansas and Missouri line. This 
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latter point would correspond with the junction 
of the French, Swiss; and German boundary 
lines, ) 
The middle west, therefore, would be the battle 
ground of the German army of the southwest: 

On the northeast the Russian boundary would 
start at a point east and a little south of Georgian 
bay and north of Lake Erie and extend in an 
irregular line to a point in North Carolina near 
Raleigh. This latter point corresponds with the 
junction of the boundarics of Roumania, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and Russia. 

Across the eastern half of the United States 
and well into the southern states the armies of 
the czar and kaiser would be engaged. The Ser- 
vians would be battling along a line extending 
from a point in Georgia about midway between 
Atlanta and Tallahassee, Fla., to a point near the 
Georgia-South Carolina line, south and. a little 
west of Columbia. . 

Considering merely territory a great part of 


‘the United States would not be affected by these 


battles. Probably only a portion of not more 
than thirteen states would be in the war zone. 
The great west, New England, and much of the 
middle west would be far from the smoke of 
battle. But in this territory all but 2,000,000 of 
the total males of militia age would be engaged. 
In 1910 the total male population of the United 
States between the ages of 18 and 44 years was 
given as 20,473,684. With 18,000,000 men in 
the field but 2,000,000 would be left to carry on 
the necessary work of the whole United States 
as well as produce the supplies for these great 
armies.

There is no such thing as stepping on crawfish or getting bloodsuckers be- 
tween your toes. There is no such thing as “staying in” all afternoon. 
You're only given an hour, and that includes all the moves you would 
make between the time yot are given your locker key and your final su- 
pervised shower bath. They can tell whether or not you’ve been in before 
the same day by how clean your face looks, and now they’re even wise to 
the “ repeaters” who were caught rubbing their features with dirt. 

Kids went in swimming at the rate of 225 an hour on the hot days 
last summer, Skin-may. [Put that’s nothing. Why, out at Palmer park, 
where I was director of play the other day, we had enough kids to make 
seventy-five baseball teams. Do you remember what a hard time you had 
getting énough kids together for two baseball nines? The kids at Palmer 
park don't wait to be chosen to pitch or play left field. They “sign up.” 
In fact, to tel yeu the truth, Skin-nay, out at Palmer park I found that 
the kids were @ven cutting out the good old game of baseball that your 
gang used to play. But I will tell you about my painful experience in this 
connection later. During my-day on Palmer park’s forty. acres I didn’t 
bear a single “ Yoo-hoo.” It was all “ At-aboy! At-aboy!”

Within a few blocks from Palmer park are the Pullman shops, to 
which 12,000 men carry collapsible dinner pails that don't look a bit like 
the kind you see in the presperity cartoons. It is the men recently from 
England who are employed as upholsterers—padding chairs and tacking linings; it is the 
men who have come from Flolland (wooden shoes are still worn near Palmer park) whe

You know those pants you 
used to wear that fitted tight aroun] your knees and had to be patch ‘d 
continually? Well, the Palmer park kids. wore trousers that were bloused 
at the knees, their sweaters were monogrammed, and their coats had fancy 
belts and plaits down the back. Instead of giving a fellow a nickname be- 
cause of some peculiarity in his anatomy, they drew their inspiration for 
such purposes from the various degrees of mental efficiency. “ Skin-nay ” 
and “Stubb ’ and “ Fatty” have given way to “ Bughouse” and “ Ivory 
Dome.” There were no bullies. When being a bully means being deprived 
of the park privileges, one ceases to care to be a bully. War? Tony 
Anastasia summed up the extent of interest taken in that affair.

Alexis Feodorovich von Lvoff was born at Reval, Rus- 


sia, in 1799. He was educated for the army and rose 


rapidly in the military service and was advanced to the 
rank of major general, and was appointed an aid de 
camp to the Emperor Nicholas. His father was a 
famous musician, and so the young Alexis received a 
good musical education in the home and later ‘he be- 
came a musician of marked ability. 

In 1886 Alexis von Lvoff succeeded his father as 
director of the imperial court choir. Von Lvoff wae 
an excellent violinist and was well known in Russia 
and in Germany as a quartet player. He organized a 
famous string quartet in St. Petersburg, which was 
celebrated for its perfection of ensemtle. He became 
deeply interested in Russian church music and wrote an 
essay on “The Rhythm of Old Russian Church Songs.” 
He studied into the subject 80 sincerely that he was

He was an ambitious student and knew 
many languages, so that he was able to translate 
poems from foreign lands into the Russian language, 
and it is said that he made his reputation by his 
remarkable translation of Gray’s “ Elegy Written in a 
Country Churchyard.” He also made many excellent 
translations from the tales of other countries and wrote 
many prose essays. 

When Napoleon led his campaign against Russia 
in 1812 Joukovski, like all the loyal patriots, joined the 
volunteer troops at Moscow and, at.this. time he also 
helped his country’s cause by writing. some spirited 
ballads, called “The Minstrel inthe Russian Camp.” 
These songs became popular with the Russian soldiers 


They 


and won Yor their author the special favor. of the 
emperor and empress. When the Grand Duke Nicholas 
was married he appointed Joukovski to teach his wife 
the Russian language, and so the poet lived in the 
palace witn the royal family and later he became a 
tutor for: the young prince, who was Alexander II.

Joukovski was so beloved by the emperor and all the 
people that when he died in 1852 a monument was 


erected to his memory.

ering tunics. Everywhere is glimpsed the 
* hfe note,”’ as the artist would say, the 
catchy, quivering, magnetic effects which 
give the most efiective touches to the 
evening toilet. 

One should go about this new short full 
skirt vogue a bit caut.ously, however, 
It is just as dangerous as it is stylish, 
and so far American women have shied 
off from it in its extremest form. Since 
all signs point to the fact that it is go- 
ing to be much more stylish before it is 
less so. every woman might just as well 
take a little time off and consider the 
problem. 

In the first place it is not necessary to 
have the fullness at the hips. This is too 
hard on the average figure to make it 
really tolerable.

Since Paris started the vogue for them 
some months ago their popularity has 
been on the steady increase. If one in- 
sists on some pretense at arm covering 
then the vaguest bit of tulle and chiffon 
may be brought ‘into play. While the 
average bodice is low necked, the décol- 
leté effect is much lessened from what it 
was some time ago. In fact, one of the 
latest notes is to have the flaring collar 
at the neck of the tango dance frock as 
I have illustrated in the drawing. And

Dame Fashion puts forth as her excuse 
for having shortened the skirts in such 
shocking fashion that she has lifted the 
neck of the bodice even to the tips of the 
ears. 

Silver and gold run lace is to be much 
worn this winter on party frocks, and 
the woman who does not wish to go to 
the expense of having a whole tunic or 
deep ruffle of this metal lace can at least 
wear a touch of it somewhere or other on 
her gown. For instance, she can wear a 
ruffie of it at the back of her neck, or 
she may inaugurate it as shoulder straps 
to hold up her bodice. These same shoul- 
der straps may be edged with fur, for fur 
is just as popular, if not more so, this 
season than it was last year. 

Fur girdles are one of the latest fash- 
ion whims for the sheerest and most filmy 
of evening frocks.

To return to the subject of dance frocks 
there is no denying that while full skirts 
are in the majority, the long loved tunic 
has not been completely routed. It may 
be in retreat—indeed, it has been in re- 
treat for some time—but it is still figuring 
more or less inconspicuously. In many 
cases, while the most of it has disap- 
peared, a tiny remainder is glimpsed. For 
Instance, on one frock of charmeuse the 
skirt was fulled slightly about the hips 
and in the back hung a three-quarter 
length piece which looked for all the 
world like a chafing dish apron.

At the beginning 
of the season the French dressmakers 
showed every inclination to take up this 
particular material. and this fact, per- 
haps, went far to popularize it in this 
country. Then, too, there are silks of 
the ribbed sort which are semi-soft, and

That 
ig not true. Rather is it an in- 
dication of intelligent consideration 
for the eyes. Tired, sunken eyes are signs 
of negiect, and nine-tenths of the people 
in this world neglect to care for their eyes. 
They read in poorly lighted rooms, they 
rub their eyes with soiled fingers, and 
rarely wash the eyes . 

J have had people ask me how to make 
their eyes book fresh and young, and after 
telling them carefully what to do they 
would exclaim: ‘O, 1 wouldn't take the 
time to do that.” 

Our eyes are the most necessary of all 
ef our faculties, and ord.nary common 
sense ought to teach us how to care for 
them. They should be exercised every 
day to give strength to the muscles. It 
takes but a few momenis. Look up to 
the celling, then look down at the tip of 
the mose with both eyes at the same time, 
repeating the exercise ten times. Look 
straight ahead, then look with both eyes 
around to the right, from center to right, 
ten times. Then from center to left ten 
times. Thatis all. It is simple, but such 
eye exercise will give strength to the eye 
muscles and improve the sight and bril- 
Hancy of the ey es.

When you read or sew sit with your 
back toward the light and so that the 
light falls over the left shoulder.

When you sew hold the goods 
you are working on at least twelve inches 
from the eyes. Sewing on black goods 
by artificial light should be absolutely 
forbidden. Reading in a recumbent posi- 
tion is a pernicious habit and it is espe- 
clally injurious when corvalescing from 
an illness or when tired. and reading in 
moving vehicles or trains is injurious to 
all eyes. 

The wearing of veils of any kind {s not 
good for the vision, but the thick and 
dotted veils are most dargerous.

Staring is a disagreeable eye habit that 
should be discouraged in the beginning. 

It is extremely rude to stare at people 
whether they are strangers or acquaint- 
ances.

The stern, set expression that accom- 
panies it is the enemy of beauty. Notice

It 
takes atout two hours for a giass of 
milk to digest. If ime water is taken 
with the milk it is lees liable to form the 
clots. Boiled milk is more digestible than 
raw milk. Eggs are almost as nutritious 
as meat. They are easily digested when 
soft boiled or poached. Toast eaten 
with soft boiled eggs makes them more 
easily digested. Chicken, fresh beef, and 
lamb are the most easily digested meats, 
Veal and pork are both difficult to digest. 
Steak should be broiled, as fried meats 
are hard to digest. Vegetables and frults 
are more digestible when cooked, Butter 
supplies to most people the largest 
amount of fat they take.

$1.50 to §2 a yard, fifty-two inches wide, 


‘and three yards should make a three- 
quarter top coat for a medium sized per- 


| son,

Thus choosing the most expensive cloth 
it will cost you $6. Three yards of satin 
or silk at $1 a yard for lining and the 
other dollar for sewing silk, buttons, and 
a pattern will give you a handsome coat 
for $10. Often, too, one can get remnants 
‘of cloth and lining silk cheaver. 

Be sure to. have your cloth sponged 
and shrunken. This ig better done in the 
stores, as ihe luster is not destroyed and 
will not cost you more than 25 or W cents; 
' €ometimes it is done for 5 cents a yard. 
_ If you wish to do your own sponging you 
| must have a large tanie, an froning bian- 
'ket, and a atrip of heavy unbleached 
‘muslin a yard wide and several) yards 
long. 

| Put your cloth face down on the blan- 
| ket, which is pinned in place to be with- 
out a wrinkle; Clip the selvedges at in- 
tervals. Wring out the strip of musiinin 
hot water, lay on the material, and press 
with a hot iron several times, then re- 
| move the muslin and press the goods itself 
‘until dry. Sponge only a sma!l portion at 
| a timeand work carefully. Doubie width 
material should be kept folded the right 
side in while being sponged. Fora heavy 
cloth it may be necessary to turn to the 
| other side—of the fold, not inside out— 
| and repeat. 

It is well to experiment on a smal] piece 
of your material, as occasionally it 
changes color or shrinks badiy. This 
shou:d not be the case with an all wool 
grade. 

Hold your pattern to you and note any 
alterations that must be made. If there 
are many you may have bought the 
| wrong size and it is economy to get an- 
other pattern. If rather a novice make 
up the pattern cheaply in an unbleached 
muslin or calico; it can later be used for

trimmed with two buttons on the overiap. 

Only the upper part of the coat is lined, 
the seams of the skirt being bound with 
binding ribbon or bias foids of the lining. 
The inch or inch and a quarter hem at 
the bottom of the skirt is turned up with 
the raw edge first bound, and is hemmed 
down by hand or can be stitched by ma- 
chine, as preferred. 

As the edges of collar, fronts, skirt of 
coat, both sides of belt, and of the cuff 
band are stitched an inch from the outer 
edge for @ finish. 

Buttonholes are worked on the right 
side of the belt, inside the stitching, on 
the right rever, on the extension tab of 
the collar, and in the two tabs on the 
cuff band.

The sash curtain should be made of such 
intransparent material ag casement cur- 
taining. The window shade may then be 
raised to any height, but need never be 
drawn lower than the top of the lower 
sash. It is a wonder that builders of 
buit-in furniture have never thought of 
building in dressing tables. So much 
drawer space could be utilized that is 
wasted below the window silla. 

If the radiators. are low benches may 
be built over them and painted to match 
the woodwork. The pier glass sheuld be 
built into your bedroom door. If it isnot, 
have one at all hazards. The invariably 
well dressed woman always contrives, 
through the arrangement of her mirrors, 
to see herself from every point, while 
dressing. A dressing table, mirror, bed, 
chest of drawers, chair, and small rug 
are sufficient furniture for the combined 
dressing room and bedroom. 

The essential pieces for a living room 
are a large rug, a good sized table, a 
lounge (preferably one that has space for 
accommodating clothes, and that can be 
used as a bed for the convenience of a 
chance guest), an easy chair (uphol- 
stered), several other chairs (wicker, 
Windsor, or rush bottom, are al! good), a 
bookcase, and whatever-musical instru- 
ment you may have. 

Curtains should be of muslin, with or 
without overdrapes, according to the 
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clothes may be tucked in under this and 
your chance guest made comfortable. For 
ordinary day use, the bedding is put 
away and the upholstered mattress left 


on the lounge. 


The box lounge is cited as the least 
expensive of the many day beds, suitable 
for living rooms, that are on the market. 
Of all the pieces of built-in furniture the 
built-in beds are the least desirable—more 
than that, most of them are downright 
objectionable, Ventilation is the lungs of 
good health. 

The little dining room is often used as 
alibrary. In that case the built-in china 
cabinet is used asa bookcase. When this 
is done all china, silver, and table acces- 
gsories should be kept in the kitchen pan+ 
try, so as not tospoil the character of the 
room. 

More money should be lavished on the 
dining room chairs than on the table 
Tables with highly polished surfaces are 
inartistic, as they gather too many refiec- 
tions. And day tablecloths—not white— 
add to the color possibilities of the room. 
All that is necessary then, since the table 
may as well be covered any way, is that 
it should be atructurally strong, it need 
not be ornate. 

Whatever the other furnishings of the 
dining room may be, see that the chairs 
are comfortable. Sitting bolt upright 
with tense muscles in stiff straight chairs 
while dining is not conducive to good di- 
gestion. Don't have chairs that make 
you utmweloome and hurry you away 
from your own table, but choose the kind 
that invite you to linger, and so guard 
you against the dyspepsia that is prev- 
alent in this country because of the habit 
of rushing through meals. 

If the dining room chairs are sightly, 
as well as easy, those that are not in 

actual use daily in the dining room may 
be scattered through the hpartment as 
extra chairs. When they are assembled 
then on gpecial occasions they will be uni- 
form in height, which extra chairs, chosen 
at random, probably would not be. 

As to the wall decoration, avold extreme 
effects. If the agent will “ decorate to 
suit,””’ keep to one light neutral color for 
the whole suite, and have the woodwork 
painted, either white or in some color to 
correspond to the paper. This will *‘ drag 
it together,” as the decorator expresses it. 
Color schemes are impossible in small 
quarters. While self-color throughout 
gives an effect of space and breathing 
room, different colors in a group of small 
rooms are suffocating and patchy. Color 
enough wil! be supplied in the furnishings 
without having it on the walls.

@ressing sent to the editor of this 
column have multiplied of late to 
such an extent that it seems wise 

to feprint thie recipe and some 
hers related to it. 
Fundamentally there are really but four 
salad dressings, althoukh a great num- 
ber of variations of these have been 
worked out. There is the French dress- 
ing, the mayonnaise, the cooked dressing 
with almost ag many variations in quan- 
tities as there are variations by addl- 
tions to the mayonnaise, and the sour 


cream dressing. 

Many housekeepers have not yet 
learned that mayonnaise is a simple and 
easy thing to make, if they will go about 
it right, and inexpensive if they will use 
an American oil. The mayonnaise mak- 
ing outfits are generally clumsy and not 
at all a requirement. A half cup of mayon- 
naise, as one correspondent some time 
since was glad to be convinced, can be 
made easily in five minutes. Unsophis- 
ticated eaters are likely to imagine that 
they do not like the flavor of olive oil, 
and even lsophisticated eaters who like 
its flavor will like a mayonnaise made 
with American oil, at about 30 cents a 
quart, as well as one made from an olive 
oil costing three or four times as much. 

The experienced cock varies mayonnaise 

in a score or more of ways by thinning 
or by additions. It is thinned and made 
whiter with cream for fruit salads, with 
chili sauce alone, or with other additions 
for the Thousand Islands dreseing. Yeara 
ago such mixtures were called Portu- 
gaise. Chopped pickles, capers, olives, 
parsley, chives, and perhaps other things 
are added te it to make the sauce tar- 
tare, and it is varied i) many other ways. 
Lately raspberry has been added to it 
to make a ragepberry mayonnaise. Half 
and half of mayonnaise mixed thoroughly 
and any whipped up jelly, which is good 
with game, is a pleasant thing for a 
change to serve with cold turkey or any 
cold meat. 
Some of the cooked dressings may be 
modified as much as mayonnaise by addi- 
tions, not half of which have been. men- 
tioned. A great many cooking and eat- 
ing writers have written at length of may- 
onneise, and one of them says: ‘“ May- 
onnaise is the planet around which nu- 
merous satellites gravitate, the highway 
from which many paths run off.”’ 


Quick Mayonnaise. 

Put a pinch of salt in a soup late with 
a tablespoon of vinegar (if a vegetarian 
you will use lemon juice instead of vine- 
gar and many not vegetarian prefér it), 
a little while pepper (a mayonnaise in 


which spots of pepper show is not as 
handsome as when they do not), and a 
pinch of mustard, with the yolk of one 
egg. Use small egg whisk to blend these. 
then add to them one-haif cup of oil 
falls directly in the path of the whisk- 


‘Ing all the time. The whole can be poured 


in, after the first, in five minutes if it 
falls drectly in the path of the whisk 
covers. If at the last the mayonnaise 
should split a littlé, whisk In a tabie- 
spoon of boiling water to blend it. This 
makes the dressing a little whiter and 
smooths it if it has become thick. 

If a larger quantity must be made and 
it must be thinned from time to time while 
beating it, a few drops of cold water may 
generally be preferred to lemon juice 
used for the same purpose. Instead of 
two egg yolks for a cup of oil some peo- 
ple use a whole egg, but it is not quite 
as easy to make a handsome mayonnaise. 
Skill in using the whisk for any purpose 
has a good deal to do with the final ap- 
pearance of the dressing. 


Thousand Islands Dressing (1). 


related to lettuce, but mayonnalse more 
highly seasoned and thinned with some 
tomato mixture is quite generally liked. 
The simplest so-called Thousand Islands 
dressing is a mixture of mayonnaise and 
chill sauce, the coarser pieces being 
chopped fine. But if one has not the 
chili sauce some cooked tomato, boiled 
down and sifted. makes a handsome and 
well flayored dressing, or some raw to- 
mato chopped with a bit of onion and per- 
haps some green pepper and dressed wit! 
salt and vinegar or with a French dreas- 
ing May be added, erough to thin the 
mayonnaise acceptably, and this de- 
pends on how thick the latter is. Mayon- 
naise keeps well, but at some tempera- 
tures it thickene and in others grows 


thin. In the ordinary icebox it does not 
change much if any. 


Roquefort Dressing. 

One of the most pupular additions to 
French dressing at present is Roquefort 
cheese. This is mashed and the dressing 
well worked into it, and then the whole 
may be thinned with cream. 


Thousand Islands Dressing (2). 
In the little book compiled by Mrs. Helen 
Ruggles there is the elaborate recipe 
for the Thousand Islands dressing as 
made at the College inn. In most places 
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Plain mayonnaise is not a good dress- | 
ing for lettuce, and all the green salads 


where ft Js served it ts not of s0 elab- 
orately seasoned a mixture. Here is the 
recipe: Mix two tablespoons each of 


finely cut green peppers and pimento, one 


tablespoon of minced onion (wrung out of 
cheesecloth after rinsing in cold water) 
or the same amount of pearl onion, and 
one chopped hard cooked.egg, with a tea- 
epoon of Worcestershire sauce, a table- 
spoon of catsup, two tablespoons of chili 
sauce, and seasoning of salt and paprika. 
Blend thoroughly with three-fourths of 
a cup of whipped cream and add gently to 
the same amount of mayonnaise dressing. 


French Dressing. 

The mixture of a little salt, pepper, and 
vinegar with three times the measure of 
oil mixed in a bowl rubbed with garlic 
or not is commonly called French dress- 
ing, but it has other names, according to 
what it is used with, In order to make 
a thick dressing some people put the 
whole in a bottle and shake it, and as it 
keeps well any that is left over can‘be 
used another time. Perhaps a better 
way to make !t is to put a half teaspéon 
of salt and some pepper with the requisite 
amount of vinegar in a thallow bow! and 
then whip the oil into it, just as in mak- 
ing mayonnaise. This will make a thick, 
creamy dressing, which should be used as 
zsh as whipped, as it will quickly sepa- 
ra 


The French call this dressing both a 
vinaigrette and a marinade. It is called 
a vinaigrette dressing when it is used 
with cold bofled meats, sliced, and al- 
lowed to rest in it until seasoned. It is 
called a marinade when pieces of raw 
meat or fish are dipped in it, or, prefera- 
bly, allowed to lie in it an hour before 
broiling. Nearly all fish steaks are im-

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Wheat Housewife |. 
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onion or some onion juice being added te 
heighten the seasoning. Like mayon- 
naise, additions of various sorts are made 
to the French dressing. 


Cooked Salad Dressing. 


Nearly all the cooked salad dressings, 
sometimes cailed cooked mayonnaise, 
consist of the same ingredients, but in 
different proportions, The following is 
one of the simple and satisfacto:y ones 
which will keep well: One egg, two table- 
spoons of vinegar, four tablespoons of 
milk, two teaspoons of oil or butter, one- 
half teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon 
of mustard, a pinch of pepper. If but- 
ter is used instead of oil it is put in just 
before taking from the fire. If oil is used 
mix it thoroughly with the dry ingredi- 
ents, then add the egg, and beat for sev- 
eral minutes, three or four, then beat in 
the vinegar for a minute. Add the milk 
and put the whole in a double boiler, cook- 
ing until thick and stirring all the time. 
It will take nearly ten minutes for it to 
cook. It can be bottled’ and kept in a 
cool place for a week of more. ° 


Real Cream Dressing. 


Sweet or sour cream can be used for 
this dressing. Perahps it is made best of 
sweet cream, unless the sour cream has 
just been turned. Whip up the cream 
with an egg beater, and to a cup adda 
tablespoon of vinegar or of lemon juice 
or a little more, if needed. Most people

But now when we léft 
the staff officers and passed beyond them 
into that supremely mysterious region 
where death was playing tag, myself as 
I know myself and as every one ordi- 
narily knows himself, changed. 

It seemed to become a bluish, smoky 
flame about eighteen inches high, fot 
clear and not steady and not very &trong. 
It was eighteen inches tall, perhaps a 
foot across, bit without thiekness, like 
a flame from an old fashioned gas fix~ 
ture. 

I think !t wae because I am gfowing 
fat and past 35 that the flame was not 
stronger, clearer, whiter, and more beau- 
tiful. Age and fat seemed to elog it, it 
did not leap, it guttered. It was a slug- 
gish flame.

And as the firing got always louder 
and the soldiers whom we passed were 
ever in an attitude of greater readi-

ness, all there was in the whole universe 
was this sluggish fame and one particular 
bullet, And the only Question in the 
whole universe was whether that bul« 
it £ tried to force myself to think ap- 
propriate thoughts—what would become 
of my familly and that probably in the 
long run théy wouldn’t be much if any 
worse off, but to mix & metaphor terribly, 
I could think such thoughte ohly with 
let would meet that flame and éxtingitish 
my lips. Inside I couldn’t think at all, 
I could only wonder, wonder with a 
depth of emotion I didn't believe any hu- 
man capable of, whether the bullet and 
thé flame would meet. 

My will was paralyzed<J eouldn’t turn 
to Weigle and say, “ Look here, 1 never 
ifitended to £6 of the actual firing line 
and that’s where we are going as fast 
as this car will take us. I leave you 
here.” .For some reason—shame, I sup- 
pose-I coulfin't say that. 1 simply sat 
in thé car helpless and silent and listened 
to the ever increasing roar. 

It was a mad and hideous world, and 
for s0me reason I didn’t know why, the 
othe? two people in the car were taking 
my flame to the very edge of blackness, 
and for somé reason I didn't know why 
it was altogether beyond my power? té 
ask them not to do it.

Suddenly the car madé a turh behind a 

#mall brick railroad station. It hadn't 
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‘I meant to stand ona convenient hill.” 


actually stopped when five freshly wound- 
ed Belgian soldiers seemed to fall or be 
shoved into it and we were shoved out. 
I don’t know how it happened. I remem- 
bér taking the leg of on@of the wounded 
men to lift him into the car and he 
screamed. I had taken the wounded leg. 
Several people frowned at me; one struck 
me, I think. The car was filied with 
wounded and then drove off. We didn’t 
se6 it again for two hours. 

The noise now was continuous, The 
horrible shrapfhel screamed and wailed 
over head, and the rifles never ceased. It 
was hot volley firing but “ at will.’ 

In different directions could be heard 
the rattling of machine guns, which 
sounded like automatic riveters at work 
on the skeletone of skyscrapers. The rat- 
tling would last about two seconds, then 
pause two seécénds, then rattle two sec- 
onda, and 66 on for perhaps & m/aute at 


a time.

The Belgian soldiers were passing back 
over the road we had come. anil finally

the last of them passed the railroad sta- 
tion. Weigle meanwhile was arranging 
his cinema camera. How I hated it, the 
Frankenstein, for it weighs fifty pounds 
6nd the bag of impedimenta that goes 
with it weighs forty pounds, and I had 
agréed té carry that. 

How could a miserable flame like mine 
be bufdened with forty pounds more? 

I said that the last of the Belgian sol- 
@iers passed us going back. 1 didn't know 
it at first, but finally realized it when a 
Béigian armored automobile carrying a 
tmchine gun took position in the road 
directly opposite to us to cover the retreat. 
From them I learned that they were the 
last of the Bélgian forces. The next field 
Was where the fighting had been until 
within fifteen minutes and where the 
wounded men had come from and taken 
our automobilé away from us and left 
us afoot between the lines. 

Now the armoréd automobile backed up 
a quarter of a mile and we were ina 
position that even now, & good many days 
afterwards, I can sée was not particu- 
larly safe.

A few flight vestiges of my mentality re- 
turned to me. *‘ Weigie,”” said I, do you 
know that one of the first principles of 
warfare is t6 follow up a retreat vigor- 
ously? Well, if the Germans follow up 
this retreat vigorously the first people 
they’il reach will be you and me, and you 
look like an Bhglish soldier in that filthy 
kha ki.”’ 

He made some idiotic remark about 
taking pictures. and then every oath I had 
éver heard in my life gushed from my lips. 
Then we both retreated in good order 
That i#, we didn’t run! we couldn't, car- 
tying the cinema camera and its bag of 
impedimenta. 

At one point I proposed to Weigle that 
he throw his camera in the ditch. I 
promised to buy him another later out of 
my own money if he would. He smiled at 
mé T believe it would be easier to sepa- 
rate him from his hands than his hands 
from the cinema camera. So we trudged 
along that half mile of exposed road. he 
carrying his fifty pound camera and I 
carrving the forty pound baer of impedi- 
menta. As &hon as we got wel! started on 
retreat my mird left me again. It was 
the flame and the bullet as before, except 
that the fame was lower and more tureid, 
and whenever a shrapne! shell screamed 
by the flame seemed to be blown over to 
the oblique, A shrapnel case holds 252 
bullets and the case iteelf also breaks 
up, A shrapne! bursting thirty feet above 
ground is supposed.to kill everything 
within twenty yards forward and ten 
yards sidewise.

Wherever one buret pretty near me— 
within 200 or 200 varde—the flame seemed 
to blow over until it wae quite flat and 
horigontal. Almest to my surprise then 
it would right iteelf again and several 
times T had strength enourch to say vi- 
élously to Weig'e. “ You ssid vou wanted 
tc hear shrapnel burst heat you. Well, 
you heard that ofie, d'dn‘t you?” 

If the German artillery had had the 
range on that road filled with the retreat- 
ing Belgian column they could have done 
enormous damage... But they were 
“ searching.” I suppose they thought the 
Belgians were deployed in the flelds on 
éach side of the road) for it seemed to me 
that the shells were bursting in the fields 
bordering the road. but not in the road 
itself. At least I didn't know of any that 
burst on the road, yet & few minutes aft- 
erwarde I saw a number of branches from 
roadside trees that had been eéut off by 
bulléte and dropped leafy and green on 
the granite paving blocks. I can do noth- 


ing but estimate. of course, but I don’t 


think that thirty consecutive seconds

went by when « shrapnel wasn't expled- 
ing somewhere within half a mila

My emotional possibilities by this time 
were nearly exhausted. It seemed as if 
I had been walking for all eternity carry- 
ing a square black suitease weighing forty 
pounds, and that so I would waik for all 
éternity. A shrapnel explosion, if not too 
near, now hardly caused my flame te 
filcker. Myséif said dully to my fame at 
each explosion, “ Weill, that one didn’t 
get you anyway "but the flame didn’t 
seem to care very much. It was ethausted 
and low and even more than ever slug- 
gish. 

The half mile walk wasover. I came to 
where the road turned and saw that at 
the turn wére masked Belwian trenches, 
équipped also with machine gufiaé. If the 
Germans camé up that road they would 
be drenched with lead. I followed the 
turn in the road to a little village, There 
the Belgian troops were resting. 

Where had I lost Weigle? I don’t know. 
Simply he wasn't with me afy longer. 
The suitcase weighed beyond the weight 
of Pelion and Ossa now. I got a drink 
of water from a peasant. All I know of 
him is that his house was number 26, I 
left the suitcase there—and I was safe 
almost. 

I only had twenty-eight miles to walk to 
Antwerp and ten dozen patrols to pass, 
but what were such minor difficulties? 
I was free and I was safe,

Then it seemed that all the heavy bur 
dens of ail humanity descended slowly to 
efush me, as if all the woes of all the 
ages were accumulating themselves upon 
my sick and weary spirit: For—where 
was Weigle? ‘* What do I care where he 
is?’ I asked.fiercely of myself. ‘‘ Why 
hasn't he walked? He has two legs as 
well as 1.” 

But the answer wouldn't do, try as 7 
would to makeit. Ages of conventional- 
ity in me spoke and said that I could not 
go away and leave him.’ I wanted to~ 
I tried to—but as everything that haé 
happened to me in the last hour had come 
from below the plane of reason, so this 
mandate also came from below the plane 
of reason, and it was imperative. 

I must find Weigle. 1 must return into 
that hell gone of fire and find -Weigie 
because he had been base and crimisa! 
enough to remain there. 

I took up the labor of Sisyphus once 
more; my poor sluggish fame took thé 
place of me, and with slow, short, uncer- 
tain steps I passed back along that roed. 
The fire had slackened and seemed far- 
ther off. if it had not been for that 1 could 
not have gone back to find Weigle or my 
eternal salvation; for the effort that J 
made took all I had to the last milligram.

Weigle was about a quarter of a mile 
from the bend in the road, taking cover 
behind an empty chateau, doing some- 
thing to h.s camera. 

** Weigle,’ said I, “ your bag isin No. 26 
around that bend in the road. Of course, 
you know that you're still between the 
lines?’’ 

* Yes,” said he, “ but this is a good place 
for pictures.’’ 

Then Weigle appeared to me as a huge, 
hideous. and devouring ogre and I hated 
him with a hatred inexpressible. Why 
should I have anything to do with an 
insensate clod like that?

Then happened the miracie—the Bel- 
Mians returned. They passed us—the 
whole efitire brigade were taking the 
firing line beyond us. I sat in the grass 
by the roadside sweating, panting, and 
@asping, no longer a bluish guttering 
flame, but once more a human being.

As I afterward learned the Germans 
were struck on their left by a flanking 
force almost at the instant their fire had 
prevailed over the Beig.ans in front of 
them whom I was with. This accounted 


‘for their not following up vigorously and 


for the gradual diminution of their artil- 
lery fire. 

But a novice on the firing line knows 
floth'ng of such things as flank ve- 
ments miles away. He knows only his 
Own side and the enemy (who Is almost 
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“1 stayed exacily where I was.” 


always invisible nowadays) shooting at 
@éach other as fast as possible. But wheth- 
ér the enemy be visible or not, the battle 
depends today precisely as it always has, 
on which side will give and take the most 
h.lling. 

The automobile came back. The driver 
of it whom I didn’t like, nor ever shall, 
had pluck. He would go anywhere to 
pick up one of his wounded countrymen. 
A fog—gray, thick—indeed a regular ordi- 
nary looking fog—seems to cover up what 
happened for the next half hour. I don't 
remember much but flashes here and 
there when the fog briefly blew away, the 
troops deploying across the fleld, the 
lancers cantering in single file, silhouetted 
against the setting sun. They evidently 
expected fire to come from the bit of 
woods they wete approaching, I wasn't 
approaching it. I stayed exactly where! 
was—all but one eye behind a wall and 
that é¢ye behind It, too, twenty-nine sec- 
onds out of the thirty. 


a 
Half a mile away, probably farther, 
the ecidiers disappeared into the wood 


and the cavalry had disappeared some 
where Into the sunset. The Gerthans 
weren't in the edge of the woods, after 
all. 

Then enother itntervel, walle I wan 
dered slowly in a vast and hostile void. 1 
think I would walk back a distatice and 
then retrace my steps, as if drawn by two 
great cables, first in one direction, then 
in the other. 

The automodile reappeared, coming for 
more wounded One or two they got inte 
it while I etood vacantiy by. The notes of 
firing was still almost continuous, but I 
no longer heard shrapnel bursting and 
whining near me. 

Then they seemed to have dimctity 
with one of the wounded, A terrifié and 
gtartling revelation burst over me, some- 
thing amazingly new and original. Why 
not help them get thet wounded man ib 
the car? 

I ran out through the heavy field, but 
I ran, as evet, sluggishiy. There was 
the evidence of shrapnel. Four dead if 
utter and horrible disfigurement and 
three wounded. Seemingly ft all came 
from one burst, the men were huddled so 
closely together. 

I took ohne handle of the stretcher. 
The wounded man’s face was gray, his 
fingers were plucking at the brass but- 
tons of his blouse, just as they say dying 
fingers pluck at the counterpanhe whet 
people die in bed.

The Red Croes youth said % was no 
use to bother with this one, so weslaid 
him down behind a hedeé to die and teok 
in his place on the stretcher another who 
might live. 

But this little activity, this little doing 
something, seemed toreviveme. The fog 
had lifted again and I could see the world 
I knew, because I had been doing some- 
thing besidés think of myself. The idle 
rich, the idle poor, and the idle scared 
all get the worst of it. 

I have since been told by officers that 
except for people of unusual and singular 
coolness of temperament, which I have 
hot, it is only the activity and pas- 
sion of combat, the lust to conquer the 
enemy, that makes it possible fof men 
to endure battle. I don't know whether 
this is true or not, but it seems probable, 
To be in a battle with no chance to kill 
in return for your chance of being killed 
is like staking all your earthly poeses- 
sions against nothing on the turn of, 
ecard; like going into a prize ring hand- 
cuffed against the champion,

The automobile disappeared again, the 
fog descended, and after a time I found 
myself again beside the inexplicable 
Weigle. He had been taking pictures of a 
Belgian battery in action. It seemed so 
hopeless to see with my owh eyes and 
know with my own heart that there were 
such people in the world.as Weigle Why 
should any one wish to take pictures of 
a Belgian battery in action? 

It grew dusk. The explosions from the 
Beigian cannon looked like long red pen- 
cils. I have used this figure of speech 
before, but I can’t help it. All that those 
explosions will ever remind me of in 
this world will be long red pencils. 

Then another blur; then we were giving 
cigarets to the gunners, who had just 
ceased firing. 1 remember how black 
their hands were. 

Then the order came for them to imber 
up and retreat. 

I think that was the lowest moment of 
the day for me. It seemed that wherever 
T went the Belgians retreated and left 
me behind. Bes'des, they had horses to 
go with and I was afoot. 


At that moment I saw the whole design 
of my existence, like a piece of embroi- 
dery. Ever since the moun was nebulous 
it had been ordained that 1, Joseph Medill 
Patterson, at the age of 36, should be 
wuried in a potato field near Antwerp 
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The guise rumbled away from me on 
the canter. It Was a battery of four guns, 
with Umbers and ecaissons. I walked 
slowly over the potato field that was to be 
my bed that fight and all nighta The 
Hiusion of being a flame eighteen inches 
by twelve had departed, and the fog had 
vanished, too. 

I was, ia @ Way, normal, but very tired 
ahd discouraged. The potato field was 
sogey With rain, and I sank if ah inch 
or tWo at @ach step. Bo closely are our 
epirite—the épitits of some of us—inter- 
twined with our bedies that miy fate 
seemed additionally miserable becausethe 
potate field was wet. I should have pre- 
ferred to lie in it dry. 

Then another miraclé, completely un- 
beliévable. Here were the automobile, 
the chauffeur, Weigle, and 1, all in the 
same piace at the same time in the dark- 
ness, With no Wouhded to carry off our 
places. Apparetitly I Wasn't to die—I 
who had coufted myself dead already. 
We dfove rapidly back to Antwerp.

The following day we were in the firing 
zone again, in and out of it all day long. 
Again we heard the shraphel break and 
shriek near us; we sew it knock tiles from 
roofs in Alost within fifty yards, and 
again I was much afraid. 

But I was not on the second day re- 
duced to the same state of pulp as the 
day before. 

In spite of the hideous wounds in the 
dead and dying, of which we saw many, 
at times I Gould almost make myself 
think that, as far as concerned me at 
least, all this firing was a bluff. I had 
heard the same noises yesterday and 
nothing had happened to me: Why should 
any more hafm come to me Gut of the 
same noises today? 

This wasn’t my usual state of mind: 
as a fule I was‘afraid, but also I had my 
moments when I entertained the soldier's 
superstition that the bullet wasn't mold- 
ed which could touch me. 3 

But my fears on this second day were 
ordinary, recognizable human feare and 
terrors; at ho time did I turf into a biue 
flame nof wander aimless in a fog. Ones 
some rifié bullets went by overhead. They 
sounded like the brief hum of Mosquitoes, 
{ am told that when you hear a rifie bul 
let say “‘ zing ’’ it must be within Afty oF 
sixty feet—and the ionger the “ zing” 
sounds the farther off it is. If it says 
“ging “ very short and sharp it is within 
a few feet. All the “zings’’ I heard 
were fairly well drawn out. 

~~. 

However, I tan only say that compared 
to the distant throbbing foar, followed by 
the burst and the whine of shrapnel, the 
tiny “zing” of the rifle bullet, though 
actually more dangerous, doesn't inspire 
thé same awful respect. Again I notice 
the connection between spirit and body. 
Thé paralyzing hoise of shrapnel pounds 
and stuns one’s auditory nerves with 
physical assault; the slight “ ging” of 
the rifle does hot. 

Shrapnel, when it kills, maims hérribly; 
rifie bullets usually do fiot. 


fore ‘you equally dead, both of whom 
from thé naturé of their wounds must 
have died instafitly, yet death seems to 
have come in an infinitely more dreadful 
way to the poor fellow whose head, face, 
and shoulder had been pulled to pleces by 
a fragment of shrapne! case than to the 
other who had only a clean little hole in 
his heart.

That was the year that 
Lincoln ran a8 Republican candidate for 
the United States senate against the 
“little giant,” Stephen A. Dougias. 

Mr. Wentworth Was one of the old type 
of city official. energetic, public spirited, 
autocratic, and utterly independent of 
political ties. He quelled promptly and 
effectually an intipient riot begun by the 
volunteer fire department to protest 
against his installing a pald fire depart- 
ment. On another occasion he ordered 
the police to apply the torch to the 
“Patch,” a disreputa’ le squatters’ col- 
ony on the sands east of Michigan avenue 
at the foot of Twelfth street, the haunt of 
tramps and other lawless members of so- 
clety. The denizens of the “ Patch " had 
refused to move and the mayor, tired of 
‘futile efforts to dislodge them, took this 
effective means to rout them. It might 
not have been entirely legal, but he was 
sustained in his course by the foremost 
Gitizens of Chicago. He belonged to the 
éra of William B. Ogden, J. Young Scam- 
mon, Judge Mark Skinner, Isaac N. Ar- 
ncl@é, Norman B. Judd, Edward I. Tink- 
nam, Joseph T. Ryerson, and others.

Generally epeaking the 
IAncoln highway is north of the suurces of 
these streams, so that the number encountered 
is minimized.

I 
have been told by tourists who have covered all 
three of the ronde that under normal! touring 
conditions, although the distance iz greater, the 
Missouri river at Council] Bluffs can be more 
quickly reached from the Mississippi river by 
traveling over the Lincoln highway than over 
either one of the two other roads. All three of 
these routes pass through a wealthy, populous, 
interesting eection of the country.
